THE IMMEDIATE NECESSITY FOR A 

REVISION OF FEDERAL EXPORT 

AND IMPORT STATISTICS. 
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For two years there has been a concerted effort on 
the part of national associations to obtain from the 
government a really comprehensive revision of the 
statistics gathered by Federal officials relating to 
imports. The basic information desired is 

The names and the amounts of such ma- 
terials as are imported in normal times from 
abroad, and which are utilized in domestic in- 
dustry in any of its branches. 

The Reporter has urged editorially and otherwise 
the advantage of and the necessity for the inclusion 
in the import statistics compiled by the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce and by other gov- 
ernment bureaus of many more items now in daily 
prominence, heretofore grouped under some such 
general classification as ‘‘salts’’ or “other oils.”’ 

This demand has now been realized to have fallen 
short of the actual requirements of the industries of 
the country, for the statistics as to exports are equally 
blind and misleading in many instances and offer no 
basis of generat information nor for detailed analysis. 

Since the beginning of the war a large part of t. 
export records has been made up of items relating 
to the chemical industry—the new American pro- 
ducing industry—and to petroleum and its allied 
products. Yet, the producers themselves are ig- 
norant of the aggregate totals of the commodities 
exported under the commonly accepted trade desig- 
nations, because no attempt has been made by the 
government to meet the requirements of this highly 
important section of our national industrial life and 
furnish the information desired. 

During the period since the beginning of hostilities 
in Europe in August, 1914, the exports of caustic 
soda and soda ash have increased enormously, yet 
the Federal statisticians are not keeping any record 
of these exportations in individual columns for the 
various materials, and the figures kept are those of 
the general classification “‘soda and salts."’ These, 
naturally, show that the production in this country, 
and the subsequent exportation, have multiplied 
many times over during the war period, but no de- 
tails can be obtained. The government statisticians 
are in the same position as the producers—what they 
know everyone knows, and what everyone knows no 
one cares to know because it is not definite enough 
to form a basis for anything more tangible than out- 
spoken complaint. And this is being made daily. 

The excuse offered by the Federal authorities is 
that the figures for such item exports are the result 
of an extraordinary condition, and will fall off after 
the war, but to the majority of producers and con- 
sumers this is not a sufficient reason for the neglect 
by the government to record in permanent form the 
most remarkable industrial development ever effected 
in this country. 

The condition in regard. to the compilation of the 
mineral oil export statistics is hopelessly involved. 
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Several bulletins are issued by the government relat- 
ing to mineral oils, and no two agree as to totals 
because these different reports are based on different 
premises. Some are based on exports from all ports, 
some on shipments from the principal ports, some 
group commodities which in other reports are reported 
singly. The result from the point of view of the 
industry's record is chaotic. 

One of the most prominent gains registered during 
the past months in petroleum exports has been that 
of fuel oil—owing to increased consumption by the 
Allied navies, and by merchant ships in the place of 
coal. The internal combustion marine engine has in- 
creased the demand to an unprecedented extent, and 
yet in the seven months’ report published in another 
column—the only one available and the report kept 
on file by the producing and exporting companies— 
residuum, gas and fuel oil totals are combined, with 
the result that while the combined total shows that 
exports during that period virtually doubled, an im- 
mense amount of investigation at the source would 
be necessitated to secure even an approximate divi- 
sion of the total into its respective groups. 

The Reporter is more firmly convinced than ever 
that what is required in government statistical bureaus 
is more initiative and less referendum—more realiza- 
tion of what the public really requires and less per- 
fection in routine. 
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WHERE IS THE SHELLAC GOING? 
HOW ARE THE INCREASED IMPORTS 
BEING USED. 


These are the questions which have been asked 
by both importers and consumers many times during 
the past year, and are even now being pressed home 
officially by the representatives of the British gov- 
ernment in this country pursuant to instructions from 
their home offices. 

This is not the first time that the British govern- 
ment has sought an accounting from American im- 
porters of shellac since the beginning of the Euro- 
pean War, for it was less than a year ago that a 
closely drawn agreement was insisted upon by the 
British authorities under which, while imports into 
this country of shellac from British possessions were 
not prohibited, its distribution by American importers 
was restricted to purely domestic consumption, with 
re-exportation to any other than British or Allied 
recipients expressly forbidden. In fact, a preferred 
list of handlers of shellac was made up in London, 
and no importers outside of this list were permitted 
to obtain the required supplies. 

The most recent indication of direct supervision 
of shellac importation into this country has been 
that of the inquiry into the destination and utiliza- 
tion of the heavy imports of shellac from Calcutta 
during the first half of January, 1917. The reason 
underlying this latest investigation is the expressed 
fear on the part of British authorities that specula- 
tion in shellac—for months under a ban in the Lon- 
don market and elsewhere under the British colors— 
prevailed in this country to an undesirable extent. 
It is openly avowed that there is no intention to cut 
down the receipts of this valuable gum in this coun- 
try more than would necessarily result from shipping 
and other war-time conditions, but purely speculative 
operations will be frowned upon decisively. 

There has been a marked conservation of the 
shellac supply in the United States for many months. 
Prices have ruled decidedly high, and in the effort 
to meet probable demands unusual steps have been 
taken to ensure the receipt here of as great a quantity 
as possible. The recent successful trip of the presi- 
dent of the United States Shellac Importers’ Asso- 
ciation to Italy to secure the release of the shellac 
cargo of the German steamship “‘Sturmfels’” was in- 
stigated by the recognized necessity for the receipt 
here of every pound of gum to which domestic im- 
porters are entitled. 

The movement in the gum shellac from Calcutta 
has been fhcreasing proportionately during the period 
since the outbreak of the war in August, 1914. Ac- 
cording to the reports of receipts—imports—for the 
calendar years 1914, 1915 and 1916, there has 
been an increase of about 11,500,000 pounds over 
the 1914 total. The following tabular summary 
shows the amounts received and the values of the 
shipments during the years under consideration :—

Under normal conditions the increased amounts 
received would have been sufficient to have met do- 
mestic demands, but with the utilization of new com- 
modities in domestic manufacture, and with the sub- 
stitution of other materials for those customarily em- 
ployed, the demand for shellac has been beyond all 
normal expectation and precedent. 

As an example. Heretofore in the manufacture 
of shoes the tips have been made of pressed leather 
or leather board artificially stiffened, but with the 
enormous demand for all varieties of leather, due to 
foreign contracts for war purposes, to automobile 
fitting purchases, etc., it has now become a trade 
necessity, particularly in the cheap to medium grades 
of footwear, to make the tips of canvas and shellac 
or pressed paper board and shellac. In addition to 
this, there has been—just as is the case with whit- 
ing—an increased use of shellac in automobile tire 
manufacture. 

One decidedly new demand for shellac has been 
in the manufacture of felt hats. Formerly gelatin 
was employed as a stiffener and binder, but the 
enormous advance in the price of this material has 
forced the substitution of shellac as the most avail- 
able medium for such use. A very important con- 
sumer of shellac is the gramaphone and phonograph 
industry, which has developed to an amazing extent 
within the past few years. The situation in the paint 
and varnish industry requires no specific elucidation. 

Notwithstanding the increased imports as shown 
above, the increase in prices has been sensational 
during the war period. The high and low quota- 
tions on T. N. for the three war years emphasize the

The British government since the outbreak of the 
war has conducted a number of investigations as to 
the distribution of raw materials coming from British 
possessions, and has found in every instance that 
American handlers have lived up to every agreement 
made. Importers of shellac here assert that the con- 
ditions in this market are those outlined above, and 
that this new investigation will simply prove again 
that the demand is a legitimate one due to the exi- 
gencies of trade and not to mere speculative price 
advances initiated by American importers. In prac- 
tically every instance where the uplift has been 
brought about, the American distributors have simply 
followed the lead of the Calcutta market, qual 
in a measure, perhaps, by the actual status of freight 
conditions at the time the price change was made. 
Cable advices trom India during the past week in- 
dicate a probable crop shortage, which augurs still 
another reflection of foreign conditions, just as it has 
so many times during the war period.

WITH SHORT SEED SUPPLY BUYING 
MOVEMENT IN FLAXSEED MEANS 
al PRICES FOR LINSEED 


When last fall the reports from the flaxseed crop 
in both the United States and Canada indicated an 
available supply of less than normal, the immediate 
effect was a stiffening of prices. To these reports 
was later added the authenticated news from Ar- 
gentina that the South American crop was one of 
the most unsatisfactory for years, and the result was 
the condition which has marked this market for the 
past several months. It has been a quiet market in 
general, but the lack of movement was due not so 
much to apathy as to the fact that it was held that 
the bad news had been quite thoroughly discounted, 
and the high point on prices had been reached gen- 
erally. 

This has since been proved to have been a falla- 
cious point of view, for a change was brought about 
during the past week which resulted in quite sharp 
advances, both for seed and for oil. The reason 
given is the natural one, the increasing demand for 
seed, and a sympathetic movement in common with 
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the grains, fats, oils and greases which exercised a 
bullish effect on the flaxseed market. 

With the Spring demand for painting to be met 
with at this time there is a natural demand for linseed 
oil. Some of the large crushers are reported to have 
sold the bulk of their available supply drawn from 
seed purchased earlier in the season, and during 
the week reports were circulated that they had made 
purchases. in the Argentine market. Although no 
seed has yet been shipped this year from the Argen- 
tine, the result of this report was a still firmer tone 
to the market. 

This increase in price and the general market con- 
dition manifested this week simply re-emphasize the 
importance of the main issue of supply and demand 
as affecting the linseed oil market. The equation is 
simple—given a large supply of seed, and conse- 
quently oil, the prices hold to moderate levels; given 
a scarcity of seed, and consequently oil, in this coun- 
try, Canada and the Argentine, and then with the 
advent of customary Spring demand for oil prices 
rise. ‘The problem is one of simple arithmetic. 

Nothing has been developed in later advices from 
linseed centres in this country, Canada and South 
America to change in any degree the consensus of 
opinion based upon earlier reports—in other words, 
the scarcity of seed is a condition generally recog- 
nized today, where several months ago it was some- 
what deductive and theoretical as based upon crop 
percentages. 

The only question today upon which there can 
be any considerable doubt—and this must of neces- 
sity be more or less a matter of purely personal 
opinion based upon personal experience—is that of 
probable consumption, and whether or not it will be 
above or below the normal. 

If the experiences of domestic producers along 
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similar lines can be taken as a criterion, the increased 
domestic demand for linseed oil in the oil-cloth, lino- 
leum and paint trades in the immediate future will 
have a tendency to swell consumption in this country 
to a point above the normal as far as these’ trades 
are concerned, and while it would not be the part of 
wisdom to assert without qualification that increased 
total consumption must follow as a sequence, those 
best informed as to conditions in industries already 
large consumers of linseed oil look for increases 
rather than declines in the amount to be demanded. 





TREMENDOUS GAINS IN PETROLEUM 
EXPORTS FOR PAST THIRTEEN 
MONTHS 


An analysis of the January statistics of the exports 
of mineral oil from the principal ports of the United 
States during the month of January and the seven 
months ending in January, as well as for the 13 
months from January, 1916, to January, 1917, in- 
clusive, shows a remarkable gain in every item thus 
summarized. 

A great deal has been heard during the period of 
the freight and carrier stringency, and the difficulty 
in obtaining bottoms for the transportation of Ameri- 
can mineral oils, but the difficulties experienced have 
apparently had no real effect toward reducing the 
amounts of mineral oils shipped. The fact that 
much of this flood of lubricant and illuminant and 
fuel has been carried in tankers, privately owned and 
not subject to the exigencies incidental to competitive 
demand for cargo space, has doubtless had much to 
do with the proportionate increase in the amounts 
of mineral oils exported. 

The total exports for the 13 months aggregate

055 gallons, valued at $75,719,624, in 1914. 

Crude oil was the only item not showing an in- 
crease in exports in January of this year over a year 
ago, the decrease approximating 1,800,000 gallons. 
Illuminating oil exports increased approximately 
34,500,000 gallons for the month and 66,000,000 
gallons for the seven months, indicating what the 
Reporter has several times emphasized during the 
past half year—the increased demand for kerosene 
after an appreciable shrinkage in demand which has 
been consistently falling away for several years. The 
totals have now reached a point appreciably in ex- 
cess of those for 1914. 

Consistent gains were registered in the shipment 
of lubricating and paraffin oils. The figures for the 
naphthas and gasoline group show an unpreceden 
proportionate increase. The monthly totals give a 
rise from 17,129,972 gallons last year to 38,065,- 
884 this year, while the seven months’ figures have 
climbed from 161,832,089 in 1916 to 243,858,- 
475 gallons—an increase of approximately 82,000,- 
000 gallons. 

Residuum, gas and fuel oil totals have almost 
doubled when the month’s totals are compared, while 
the seven months’ increase is from 551,826,372 
gallons in 1916 to 652,700,613 for this year. 

Under these conditions, and with a constant de- 
crease in crude oil production in the fields of this 
country, the firmness of the petroleum market can 
be readily accounted for, without over-emphasis on 
the increased demand for these products for domes- 
tic consumption.

Michael Murphy, president of the Pure 
Oil Company, one of the pioneers in the 
development of the oil industry in the 
United States, died in his home, Fifty- 
fourth street and City Line, Overbrook, 
Philadelphia, at 850 Saturday morning 
from gr ppe. He was 76 years old and 
had been ill only a week. ; 

Besides being president of the Pure Oil 
Company, of which he was one of the 
organizers, Mr: Murphy was also presi- 
dent of the United States Pipeline Com- 
pany, and a director of the Producers and 
Refiners’ Oil Company, subsidiaries of 
the Pure Oil Company. He was also a 
director in the Keystone Telephone Com- 
pany. He was a member of the Manufac- 
turers’ Club of Philadelphia, and the 
Duquesne Club, and the Pittsburgh 
Athietic Club, of Pittsburgh. He leaves 
a widow, who was Mary McHugh, four 
sons, John A., Joseph I., Matthew s., and 
Michael EK. Murphy, and two daughters, 
Mrs. J. C. Sheehan and Mrs, John J. Gal- 
lagher. Interment will be in the Old 
Cathedral Cemetery, Forty-eighth street 
and Lancaster avenue, Philadelphia. 

Mr. Murphy was born in the western 
part of Pennsylvania and went to Phila- 
delphia when a young man, entering the 
employ of the Standard Oil Company at 
the Point Breeze plant, where he soon 
became a foreman. . 

When the Civil War started Mr. Mur- 
Phy enlisted in the navy and was a 
member of. the crew of a gunboat sta- 
tioned in Chesapeake Bay, and was made 
stroke oar on the commodore’s gig. He 
often told with great glee of meetings 
with President Lincoln. On one occasion 
President Lincoln paid a visit to the 
commodore, seated in the boat facing 
Mr. Murphy. On his way to the ship he 
suddenly said:—‘Bub, place your feet 
against mine and give yourself a brace.” 
And Mr. Murphy did. another occa- 
sion he was sent to Washington with 
mail. He was overtaken by the President 
in his carriage. Leanin out, Lincoln 
called:—‘Get in.’’ Mr. urphy got in 
and the President drove him to his des- 
tination, 

When oil was struck in Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia Mr. Murphy was one 
of those who saw its possibilities and 
went into the business, making a fortune. 
Of recent years he had become heavily 
interested in Western and Southern oil 
fields. 

Mr. Murphy was a picturesque figure 
during the early days of the oil boom, 
and is said to have carried as much as 
$150,000 in his pockets at times so as to 
permit the quick closing of deals. He 
was one of the original subscribers to 
Philadelphia Rapid Transit stock, but 
sold out about a year ago. He recently 
began acquiring the stock again.. He was 
also a heavy buyer of city bonds, and 
maintained a private office in the Land 
Title Building, Philadelphia, for the han- 
dling of his many investments. 


Mr. Murphy never engaged publicly in 
civic enterprises, but was always willing 
to donate to their needs, and carried on 
many private charities in a quiet manner 





JAMES NASSAU. 

James Nassau, one of the early varnish 
makers of Philadelphia, died on Wednes- 
day evening last after a lingering ill- 
ness. He started in the varnish busi- 
néss with the late Charles C. Phillips in 
1855, and associated with him also were

HARRISON BROTHERS 


New York Holder of Preferred 
Stock Institutes Mandamus Pro- 
ceedings to Compel Inspection of 


Books of Company. 
Philadelphia, March 9, 1917. 


First: steps were taken Tuesday last to 
block the proposed sale of the paint 
works of Harrison Brother & Co., Inc., 
Philadelphia, to the E. I. duPont de Ne- 
mours Powder Company. On the ground 
that the holders of common stock of the 
Harrison Company are attempting to ob- 
tain, through the Officers of the corpora- 
tion, an unfair advantage over holders 
of preferred stock, in effecting the pro- 
posed sale of the assets, franchises and 
property of the concern, R. C. Kerr, of 
New York, holder of 200 shares of pre- 
ferred stock, instituted mandamus pro- 
ceedings in the Common Pleas Court to 
compel the company and its officers to 
aliow an inspection of the books. Judge 
Wessel made the writ returnable next 
Tuésday, March 13, at 10 o'clock. 

It is set forth that Mr. Kerr acquired 
his holdings of Harrison stock in 1899 at 
a cost of $20,000. In asserting that an 
attempt is being made to cOnsummate 
the sale in an unfair manner, he declares 
that he has been denied information as 
to the business and affairs of the Harri- 
son corporation in reference to the sale. 
This denial, he asserts, was made in a 
letter forwarded by Francis Rawle, a 
Philadelphia lawyer amd counsel for the 
Harrison company. A meeting has been 
calied for next Thursday, March 15, by 
the Harrison company to pass upon the 
proposed .sale to the du Ponts, 

On Wednesday last Mr. Kerr filed a 
bill in equity in behalf of himself and 
other. preferred stceckholders, asking for 
an injunction to restrain the proposed 
sale. It is set forth that the preferred 
stvckhoiders will be paid for their stock 
at par and accrued dividends from the 
proceeds of the sale, while, it is alleged, 
the common stockholders will procure to 
themselves a distributive share of about 
$200 per share for their holdings. The 
proffered price for the Harrison com- 
pany is $5,700,000. Outstanding stock of 
the company consists of $1,500,000 pre- 
ferred 7 per cent. non-cumulative and 
$2,000,000 common, 

Russell S. Hubbard, Henry C. Esling, 
T. J. Armstrong and William Riter, of- 
ficers of the Harrison corporation, are 
named with the corporation as co-re- 
spondents. 

No answer had been filed by Harrison 
Brothers & Co., Inc., at the time of going 
to press on Saturday.

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Restrictions on Importation of 
Opium by Panama, 

The prohibition against the importation 
or sale of opium in Panama except for 
purely medicinal purposes, established by 
law 46 of 1912, is extended and regulated 
by a new law emacted November 
1916. Opium, cocaine, and the like, an 
their derivatives, including morphine, 
codeine, heroin, etc., and ‘‘all mixtures, 
ccmpounds, Or preparations containing 
any of tiie drugs specified’’ are to be ad- 
mitted Only when imported by hospitals 
or drug establishments giving satisfac- 
tory guarantees that the drugs will be 
disposed of only as provided in the law. 
Crude opium may not be imported in 
quantities of less than 100 pounds, while 
the other preparations must be pre- 
sented in quantities of at least 26 ounces. 
These substances may be sold only upon 
prescription, and all sales must be prop- 
erly vecorded. Heavy penalties are pro- 
vided fer violations of the law.

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No More Free State Pasteur Treat-

embargoes on privately owned tank cars 
carrying petroleum products, and here- 
after where embargoes occur tank. car 
shipments will come under the same class 
as coal and other fuels, that is, as em- 
bargo conditions arise and where in ef- 
fect will be so modified that privately 
owned tank cars will be exempt. 





Supreme Court Holds Unconstitu- 
tional Tariff Law Provision 
Drawn to Favor American Ship- 


ping and Promote Commerce, 

4 Washington, March 9, 1917. 

The clause in the tariff law granting 
a 5 per cent. discount in duties to im- 
ports brought in American ships or ships 
of nations with which the United States 
has favored nation treaties was annulled 
Tuesday as unconstitutional by the Su- 
preme Court. 

Through Justice Holmes, the court held 
that the discount clause designed to aid 
in upbuilding the American ‘merchant 
marine was inoperative altogether be- 
cause it conflicted with existing trea- 
ties. It was held inapplicable both to 
American vessels and to those of 22 for- 
eign nations having treaties. 

The so-cailed “five per cent.’’ cases 
came before the Supreme Court through 
a clause in the tariff law which author- 
ized reductions Of 5 per cent. on duties 
On all merchandise imported in Amert- 
can ships. All nations with which the 
United States has the so-called “favored 
nation” clause in commercial treaties 
protested against the provision as a dis- 
crimination and a violation of treaty 
provisions. Nations which did not have 
such treaties also made protests, and the 
operation of the law was held up while 
the cases were taken through the lower 
courts and up to the Supreme Court. 

Meanwhile, the regular duties were 
coliected, until the Federal treasury 
amassed between $25,000,000 and $30,000, 
which has been held ready to return to 
importers in case the court decided the 
clause was invalid, 

The 22 nations with which the United 
States has ‘‘commerce and mavigation” 
treaties guaranteeing reciprocal exemp- 
tion from discriminating duties are:—Ar- 
gentina, Austria-Hungary, Belgium, Bo- 
livia, China, Colombia, Korea, Costa 
Rica, Denmark, France, Germany, Great 
Britain, Greece, Honduras, Italy, Japan, 
Liberia, Netherlands, Norway, Paraguay, 
Spain and Sweden. 

The most important countries without 
such treaties are:—Brazil, Bulgaria, 
Chile, Mexico, Nicaragua, Portugal, Rou- 
mania, Russia, Uruguay, Venezuela and 
Switzerland. 

An attorney prominent in the case 
pointed out that under the Constitution 
and laws of the United States Congres- 
sional statutes and treaties stand on a 
parity, and that either ll act as a 
repeal of a prior statute or treaty. It 
is doubtful if Congress will take any 
action, however, that would constitute a 
breach of treaty, even though it has the 
power to do so, said this lawyer. 

The importers who brought the suit 
were not instrumental in introducing the 
legislation designed to aid the American 
merchant marine. Efforts to revive legis- 
lation of this nature are considered im- 
probable in view of the Supreme Court 
decision and the ee the bill

FEDERAL PRINTER LOOKS 


Director Ralph Believes Domestic 
Manufacturers Will Supply Bu- 
reau Needs When German Stock 
on Hand Is Exhausted. 


Director Ralph, of the Bureau of En- 
‘graving and Printing, at Washington, is 
now sending out to domestic color manu- 
facturers specifications of the colors 
needed by his bureau, and representa- 
tives of manufacturers are in almost 
daily conference with him, in the en- 
deavor to reach a clear understanding of 
just what aniline colors are desired by 
the government, 

Mr. Ralph has sufficient stock of colors 
on hand—reds and blues—to last for nine 
months, he stated today, and he feels 
convinced that American manufacturers 
will meet the demands of the government 
by the time this stock gives out. Do- 
mestic manufacturers of colors have been 
devoting a great deal of attention to this 
problem of supply, and, according to Mr. 
Ralph, are taking considerable pride in 
being able to meet the demands of the 
United States. 

Mr. Ralph said the bureau has re- 
ceived all of the last order of colors from 
Germany except a small consignment of 
about 15,000 pounds which remains in 
Rotterdam. He does not expect to get 
this last consignment. 

When the general deficiency appropria- 
tion bill was before the House Committee 
on Apropriations, Mr. Ralph was asked 
whether the colors used by the bureau 
were “fast.”” He replied that they were, 
although they had_ had trouble with 
some of the seals. He said the materials 
now used by the government are equal, 
if not superior to the materials formerly 
used in the manufacture of money. He 
said he thought in two years we would 
be independent of Germany on the dye 
situation. He said he knew that some 
of his enemies who are trying to dis- 
credit him in organized labor circles 
have used the slogan that the colors 
were not up to standard. He said he 
could prove it in a laboratory teSt that 
the colors are superior. Asked whether 
there had been any complaint about the 
colors he replied:— 

“Absolutely nome, except when I was 
compelled to use some American colors 
about nine months ago, or a year ago, 
when 1 could not get foreign colors. I 
paid $6 or $8 a pound for colors with 
only 20 per cent. of the color strength 
of the colors from Germany, 
fadeq@ out, and we had some trouble with 
the sealing of the notes, but I am _ in 
good shape now, and it is safe to say that 
for the next year I will not suffer any 
inconvenience On account of the stand- 
ard colors. I am patriotic and I stand 
by my colors. Bringing over these colors 
frum Germany hag been helpful to the 
printers in this country, because it elim- 
inated me from the market.

Baltimore Sulphuric Acid Market 


Stronger. 
Baltimore, March 9, 1917. 

The situation with regard to sulphuric 
acid in Baltimore ig somewhat peculiar 
in that there do not seem to have been 
any sales of late, though, of course, the 
output of the factories here is taken up 
rapidly enough. One of the largest pro- 
ducers closed a contract about two weeks 
ago at per ton for 66-degree acid 
with a pyrites base, f. o. b. Baltimore, 
the contract calling for a large quantity. 
Subsequently the order was added to at 
the same price, and it is, therefore, to 
be supposed that this figure fairly rep- 
resents the market. The figure given is 
perhaps $1 higher than the quotations 
that have prevailed so that the market 
may be said to have become stronger. As 
for 0-degree acid, this is being taken 
up freely enough by manufacturers of 
fertilizers, though the quotations appear 
to have eased off a little.

with 50-degree acid fairly firm around

Report of the Dry Color Committee. 


Frank Waldo, chairman of the Dry 
Color Cummittee, submitted the follow- 
ing report:— 

“Your committea has met several times 
since the last meeting of the New York 
club as mutters of considerable import- 
ance to the club and its members have 
had to be considered. Conditions today 
in the dry color tield are more than un- 
settled and more unsatisfactory than 
consumers Can realize, as the importers 
and manufacturers have been absorbing 
difficulties in the way of uncertainty of 
supplies and unexpected expenses that 
have made the business as speculative as 
at any time since the beginning of the 
Huropean war. 

One Of the greatest difficulties to be 
met has been the uncertainty on the 
part of government officials as to the 
value at which goods could be entered. 
The importer has nothing to go by ex- 
cept his invoice value and regular billed 
costs, but the government, having some 
importations come through at higher 
values for One than for another has In 
Several cases reappraised the goods at a 
higher valuation and this advance car- 
ries with it a penalty that more than 
wipes out the profit to the importer on 
his importation. ‘The importer, though 
working in perfect good faith and try- 
ing in every way to osperate with the 
government, finds himself in the posi- 
tion of a malefactor when values are 
arbitrarily raised and he is obliged to 
Pay a penalty as though his action had 
been a deliberate intent to defraud the 
government. 

Then, too, added to the trouble of find- 
ing adequate shipping space, is the ex- 
ceedingly high freight rates prevailing 
and on many ‘importations during the 
past few months the vessels have been 
so heavily laden and goods So inade- 
quately stored that great damage has 
been done to many cargoes, by which 
the i has been obliged to stand 
not only heavy loss by actual destruc- 
tion of goods, but also considerable ex- 
pense in recooperage and handling. 

The dry color importers are doing 
everything possible to standardize con- 
ditions and in the case of some claims 
by the government for reappraisal of 
valuation, have jointly engaged attor- 
neys to push:the cases in hand. In itself 
this item adds another source of expense 
which cannot be determined in advance. 

Conditions in the chemical color field 
are as unsettled as in the other fields, 
owing to uncertain supplies of raw ma- 
terials and fluctuating values. The do- 
mestic aniline manufacturers have had 
mountaing to climb, but/ if anything have 
been be secretive in the paths they 
have followed and in not keeping the 
market posted as to the work they were 
doing. For this reason the problems 
have been worked out unequally and in 
many cases the market is over-supplied 
with some products, while entirely devoid 
of others. It is hoped that the very 
strong dry color committee appointed by 
President Elting, for the national asso- 
ciation and headed by Mr. C. K. Wil- 
liams, with a sub-committee, covering 
the amiline and intermediate products 
fields will be able to work out some form 
of trade information so that the market 
can be kept advised of developments and 
so control as far as possible the undue 
speculative feature from which the 
chemical color industry so long has suf- 
fered, 

The whole intent in the industry today 
is to provide as fully as possible for the 
requirements of the consumers. Many 
of the consumers appreciate the difficul- 
ties of the importers and manufacturers 
and work closely with them in meeting 
the situation, but others. understanding 
conditions a little less clearly do not 
seem to appreciate the burden that the 
Supplier is obliged to carry today and 
consider that the trade conditions are 
working a hardship on the consumer. 

Primarily the ry Color Committee 
urges aS Much c0-operation as possible 
between the consumers and the suppliers, 
and if there are any members of our 
club who have had importing difficulties, 
if they can and will, take them up with 
the Dry: Color Committee, composed of 
Mr. J. W. Bossert, Mr. W. I. Coulston or 
Frank Waldo, they will find full co-oper- 
ation offered, 

That the international situation has 
aroused a feeling of patriotism among 
the members of the club was evident in 
numerous ways. In the first place the 
hall had been especially decorated for the 
occasion and a large American flag was 
draped behind the speaker's table. A

small flag was found at each diner’s 
place and the cheering and waving of 
the flags which followed references to 
the President and to the welfare of the 
country attested the patriotic sentiment 
of those present. This was shown in a 
more concrete Way by the introduction 
of the following resolution by F.

TEXTILE CLUB HEARS OF PERMANENCY 


OF AMERICAN 


DYESTUFFS DEVELOPMENT 





Dr. B.C. Hesse, Dr. T. H. Norton, President I. F. Stone of the 
National Aniline and Chemical Company, and Others 
Cite Changes in Production of Colors in This Country 
and Foretell World Marketing, Even With German 
Producers Again in Field After War. 


More than 80 diners gathered at the 
Hotel Martinique at the semi-annual 
banquet of the Textile Club, March 3, at 
which time there was a general presen- 
tation by well known speakers on the 
progress in the dye industry in this coun- 
try. Dr.:Charles H. Herty, of the Amer- 
ican Chemical Society; Dr. Thomas H. 
Norton, of the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce; Dr. Bernhard C. 
Hesse, of the General Chemical Com- 
pany; I. Frank Stone, of the National 
Aniline and Chemical Company; William 
McComb, chemical engineer, and Her- 
man A. Metz, of H. A. Metz & Co., all 
spoke to the subject. 

In addition to the addresses brief pa- 
pers on the general topic, written espe- 
cially for the occasion, were presented 
in printed form to the diners. The sub- 
jects and authors were:— 

“The Coal-Tar Industry and Prepared- 
ness,”’ by Dr. Hesse. 

“Is Germany’s Primacy Assured?’ by 
Dr. Norton, 

“The American Dyestuff Industry,” by 
I. F. Stone. 

Dr. Hesse’s Conclusions. 


“The nation has determined to have a 
complete coal-tar dye industry for its 
own sake and not at all for any collateral 
or secondary results therefrom. Con- 
gress has to that end enacted a tariff, 
presumed to be protective, but the lan- 
guage employed in designating the dif- 
ferent classifications for taxation pur- 
poses is such as to make it quite pos- 
sible freely to thwart the professed in- 
tent and purport of that act, and the ex- 
pressed demand of the nation. Attempts 
to correct such faults seem to be ob- 
noxious to certain large and influencial 
dye-using interests, but until such faults 
are remedied the protection actually af- 
forded will be smaller than appears on 
the fact of that act, and the results 
therefrom both in peace and in war ure 
bound to be smaller than those the na- 
tion has demanded and expects. 

“If they really believe only one-tenth 
of what has been widely asserted as to 
the fierceness of foreign competition for 
the United States coal-tar dye market, 
after the war’s end, and as to the abso- 
lute necessity of a complete domestic 
coal-tar dye industry, then ordinary pru- 
dence and ordinary caution demand im- 
mediate rectification of those faults and 
the dye-makers, the intermediate-makers 
and the. dye-users should all join hands 
and work energetically, thoroughly and 
intelligently toward such correction.” 


What Dr. Norton Emphasized. 


“In the lands hitherto dependent on 
German dyes, chemical energies, re- 
pressed during past years, suddenly find 
all barriers removed, and are swiftly 
building up natioral coal-tar chemical in- 
dustiies, more or less complete °*: the 
scope of projected operations. ‘This is 
eminently the case in Great Britain, 
France, Japam, Holland, and in our own 


country, to a somewhat less extent in 
Italy and Russia. 
“A few dyes, not many, but still cf 


pronounced’ convenience, atill enjoy pat- 
ent protection. h year will see their 
number diminish. Each year will wit- 
ness the ingenuity and inventive ability 
of the American coal-tar vhemist con- 
tributing to the general tinctorial evolu- 
tion. In 1920, at the present rate of ex- 
pansjon, we should manufacture from 
American coal-tar, the great bulk of the 
staple synthetic cOlors currently required 
by our textile and closely related indus- 
tries. By 192% we should be practically 
independent of foreign sources. 

“What has been portrayed above in 
regard to the American coal-tar indus- 
try, is essentially applicable to the sit- 
uation in Great Britain, France and 
Japan. The determination to secure 
emancipation from German dominance is 
even stronger than in our own land; it is 
tinctured with the vindictive hatred, so 
sadly but inevitably evoked by the Ti- 
tanic struggle. The progress made, how- 
ever, is noticeably less rapid, due to a 
multitude of handicaps. 

“In the future, Germany’s artificial 
color industry is destined to struggle 
within a circumscribed field, the anti- 
thesis of its past dominance in the world’s 
markets, 

“It will probably recover some of its 
former hold. in South America and China 
and retain its present markets in Aus- 
tria-Hungary and Scandinavia. Its grip 
on the great markets of this country and 
the British Empire, of France, Italy, 
Russia and Japan has vanished forever. 
It will not be long before an American 
color industry may repeat in foreign 
lands, the successes won by American 
textiles, iron and steel, typewriters, sew- 
ing machines, harvesters, machine tools 
and scores of other industrial trlumphs.” 


“Permanent,’”? Declared Mr. Stone. 


“It being a fact that the American 
manufacturers are now able to produce 
all of the necessary colors, the question 
then is whether this will be a »erma- 
nent yd | or whether the conditions 
which prevailed before the present war 
will again be the same, in that the Eu- 
repean manufacturers may be able to 
flood the country with their colors at 
prices with which the American manu- 
tacturer cannot compete. It gives me 
much pleasure to be able to answer this 
question very definitely in the affirma- 
tive, viz.: the dyestuff industry of this 
country is now on a permanent basis for 
the following reasons:— 

“First:—The production of coal-tar de+ 
rivatives, like benzol and naphthalene, 


has been increased to such an extent 


that the quantities produced are now 
from five to ten timeg more than before 
the war, and the manufacturers of inter- 
mediates, depending on these products, 
will continue to be able to get a full 
Supply at prices which will compare 
favorably with European prices on ac- 
count of the largeiy increased produc- 
tion, it being well known that the United 
States has practically inexhaustible sup- 
plies of coal, which is the base product, 
and from which will be derived the ben- 
zol and naphthalene and other products 
necessary for the manufacture of the in- 
termediates and from them the manu- 
facture of the finished colors, é 

“Second:—The United States Govern- 
ment has finally discovered that in or- 
der to make this industry rmanent it 
is necessary to give more adequate tariff 
protection, therefore a tariff bill, known 
as H. R. 16763, was passed in 1916, giving 
a protection of 30 per cent. ad valorem 
and 5 cents per pound specific duty on 
finished colors and 15 per cent. ad val- 
orem and 2% cents per pound specific 
duty on intermediates, the addition to the 
old tariff being the 5 cent and 2% cent 
per pound specific duties just mentioned, 
and this additional protection gives the 
American manufacturers a very much 
better en to operate, although, 
even at that, a higher protection would 
be still more important, if it could be 
obtained. The exception to the above 
protection is that On indigo and what is 
known as indigoids and alizarine colors, 
no specific duty was imposed, although 
they were given the 30 per cent. ad 
valorem duty as against the fact that 
they were free before this bill was 
passed. There is no specific reason why 
these colors should not also have this 
specific duty and why they were excepted 
in the passing of this bill is a question 
for those who passed it to answer, and 
I believe that upon mature condition this 


exception will be canceled, and all of the. 


colors now manufactured in this country 
will have the same protection, which they 
certainly should have. 

“Third:—The manufacturers of inter- 
mediates and colors have, during the 
war, been able to obtain, owing to ab- 
normal conditions, an abnormal rate of 
profit, and out of this abnormal profit 
they have been able to build and pay for 
their factories as well as accumulate a 
surplus profit which they can use for the 
further increase of their present produc- 
tion and the working out of the special 
colors not now manufactured here. 

“Fourth :—The American consumers 
have realized, due to the conditions pre- 
vailing since the war, the importance of 
having an aniline industry in this coun- 
try which will in the future prevent any 
repetition of the conditions which pre- 
vailed just after the war, when it was 
for some time impossible to secure 
enough colors for the consumption of 
the country, as a consequence of which 
many consumers were obliged either to 
run.their mills or factories only a part 
of the time, or, as in some cases, close 
down entirely. With this realization, 
therefore, they will undoubtedly give the 
preference to American-made products 
which, in itself, would help in the com- 
petition against European manufacturers 
after the war. 

“To sum up briefly the whole question 
of the permanency of the American dye- 
stuff industry, it is apparent from the 
above that with factories capable of pro- 
ducing the colors necessary for con- 
sumption, an adequate tariff protection 
by the government, a Strong financial 
condition established during the war, an 
the preference of American consumers 
for American products, we have cer- 
tainly insured the permanence of the 
American dyestuff industry.’

Stop Sale of Medicines With 
More Than 4 Per Cent. 
Alcohol, 


New Orleans, La., March 9, 1917. 
Louisiana municipal and parish boards 
of heaith are without authority to pass 
ordinances prohibiting the sale of drugs 
and medicines containing more than 4 


per cent. alcohol without a Shyeician’s 
prescription, core’, to a ruling hand- 
ed down March 3 by State Attorney-Gen- 
eral A, Coco. 

Judge Coco made the decision on the 
receipt of a request from local druggists, 

ewho heard that one parish board was 
considering enacting Of such an ordi- 
nance, As nearly all patent medicines 
contain above 4 per cent. alcohol such a 
measure would practically stop the sale. 

Attorney-General Coco’s decision 
stated :— 

“There is no power granted parochial 
or municipal boards of health to in any 
wise regulate the Sale, give away, or in- 
spect drugs, medicines, and they would 
have to be authorized to pass such an 
ordinance. It is my opinion that such 
an ordinance passed by a parish board 
would be without effect.”

Detroit Capitalists to Sink Three

sion of: it. Secretary Baker is chairman 
of the commission, as all preliminary 
negotiations have been carried on in 
the War Department with the Office of 
Chief of Engineers where certain gen- 
eral requirements have been drafted. 
Besides the avowed candidate for the 
location there are a number of other 
localities in the West, Southwest and

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SEVEN MONTHS’ EXPORTS 
OF MINERAL OILS 


Gain of 105,860,000 Gallons for 
January Over January, 1916— 
Seven Months’ Gain Aggregates 
270,000,000 Gallons—Every Item 


Shows Increase. 


The January report of the exports of 
mineral oils from the principal customs 
districts of the United States shows tre- 
mendous increases in the totals, with the 
single exception of crude oil which pre- 
sents a loss of about 1,800,000 gallons. The 
exports of illuminating oil show an in- 
crease of 50 per cent., Maphthas and gaso- 
line exports have more than doubled, 
residuum, gas and fuel oil totals have 
climbed from 59,000,000 to 107,000,000 gal- 
lons, while the total ons stand at 
278,996,519 for January, 1917, as against 
173,131,096 in 1916. 

An examination of the seven months’ 
totals is still more strongly indicative 
of the increased outgo of petroleum and 
its products from this country. Crude 
has jumped 6,400,000 gallons, illuminating 
more than 66,000,000 gallons, lubricating 
and paraffin more than 14,000,000 gallons, 
naphthas and gasoline 82,000,000 .gallons, 
and residuum, gas and fuel oil Approxi- 
mately 100,000,000 gallons. The detailed

OIL PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER 


AMERICAN LUBRICATING OIL SEIZED BY 
BRITISH PRIZE COURT AS CONTRABAND 


Washington, March 9, 1917. 

The British prize court has given judg- 
ment in the suit brought by the Crown 
in regard to the seizure of 700 barrels 
of lubricating oil seized On board the 
Swedish steamship Sydland, and 150 
barrels of similar oil seized on board 
thé Norwegian steamship Talisman, The 
two cargves were consigned to the Swed- 
tsh firm of Aktiebolaget C. H. Heurlin, 
at Gothenburg, and were claimed by that 
company. The president vf the court 
said, that with regard ti the 7 barrels 
it was abundintiy cletr that the claim- 
uts.were acting merely ag agents fur the 
fachineoel Import G.m.b.H, of Ham- 
burg, and as intermediaries between tiat 
company and the consignors, the Crew 
Levick Company, of Philadelphie, It was 
said that the goods were sent pursuant 
tu a contract between the claimants and 
the Crew Levick Company, hut such a 
contract had never been produced, and 
no evidence had been given that the 
goods were bought or paid for by the 
claimants on their own account. They had 
entirely failed to make out their claim. 
The Crown asked for condemnation of the 
g00ds as contraband destined for the en- 
emy country, It had been proved that 
there was a very great scarcity of lubri- 
cating oil in Germany in 1915, and that 
there was an excess of its imports into 
Sweden in that year Over previous years. 
The Machineoel Import of Hamburg was 
about this time trying to purchase such 
oils from Sweden through the claimamts. 


“The goods were insured by them in Ger- 


many, and were consigned to Gothen- 
burg, in the name of Heurlin, for con- 
venient dispatch to Germany. The claim- 
ants’ place of business was Stockholm. 
It was abundantly clear that the Ma- 
chinecel Import were the owners of the 
oil at the time of seizure, and in all the 
circumstances the inference that it was 
destined for them in Germany was fully 
justitied. It being absolute contraband, it 
was subject to seizure and confiscation, 
and he condemned it as good and lawful 
prize. Moreover, 2,000 barrels of oil 


‘shipped on the same vessel, the Sydland, 


by the Crew Levick Company to Gothen- 
burg, in the name of Aktiebolaget. Gleits- 
man, were decided by the court to be the 
property of the Machineoel Import, and 
were condemned as contraband, and on 
this ground also the present cargo would 
share the same fate and be condemned, 
as it belonged to the same owners, and 
was shipped on the same vessel. Ags to 
the 150 barrels Shipped .on the Talisman, 
the position between the claimants and 
the Machinevel Import was precisely the 
same ‘The latter company were the own- 
ers of the goods, and not the claimants. 
He, therefore, disallowed the claim to 
these 150 barrels also, but there was 
some evidence in this case that they 
were intended to be sold to the Aktiebo- 
laget Oljefabriken, of Engelsberg, amd on 
the question of destination, notwith- 
standing the position and conduct of the 
claimant, he thought he ought to accept 
the statement that the intention was to 
Sell and deliver the goods to the Olje- 
fabriken in Sweden. 





OIL TANK DEMURRAGE 


CASE HAS BEEN 


DISMISSED BY THE PA. PUBLIC SERVICE 


Harrisburg, Pa., March 7, 1917. 

The Public Service Commission of 
Pennsylvania today dismissed the com- 
plaint of the W. H. Daugherty & Son 
Refining Company against the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad Company. The com- 
plaint was against the reasonableness of 
the respondent’s car demurrage rule in- 
Sofar as this rule affected privately 
owned tank cars while Standing upon 
privately owned side tracks. 

The order in the case, written by 
Chairman W. B. L. Ainey, of the com- 
mission, says in part:— 

W. Hi. Daugherty & Son Refining Company, 
complainant, owns a sidetrack serving its 
plant located at Petrolia, Pa., connected with 
the tracks of the Baltimore and Ohic Railroad 
Company. On May 29, 1916, the railroad com- 
pany transported and delivered to complainant 
a carload of freight contained in a tank car 
owned by the Germania Refining Company, 
the consignor thereof, which was held under 
load by complainant on the latter's private 
sidetrack until June 17, 1916. Upon this car 
the respondent railfoad assessed demurrage 
vharged amounting to $28, in accordance with 


{ts demurrage rules as contained in its pub- 
lished tariff P. 8 C, Pa. 674. The Germania 
Refining Company is not a common carrier. 

There is no controversy over the facts and 
the issue is limited to a consideration of cer- 
tain fundamental principles which complain- 
ant urges shovld apply, to wit—that the re- 
spondent having no property in the car or 
in the sidetrack upon which the car stands 
after delivery is made, the imposition of de- 
murrage charges is unjust and unreasonable 
It is conceded that if the respordent’s de- 
aeenge rule is to stand the complaint must 
‘all. 

In the decision of this case the commission 
has had the benefit of careful reviews of all 
the authorities submitted in the briefs of coun- 
sel. That of complainant would have been 
more persuasive upon the coinmission were it 
not that the conclusions therein reached are 
not in harmony with the utterances of our 
own appellate courts. 

This case is ruled by the decision of the 
Superior Court in Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany vs. Waverly Oi] Works Company, 58 
Super., 154, and Norfolk and Western Rail- 
way Company vs, Swift & Co., 56 Super.. 471, 
upon the authority of which the complaint 
must be dismissed.

Chilean Interests’ Investigation of 
Bolivian Petroleum Fields 
Wholly Satisfactory. 


Early in 1916 investigations of the oil 
deposits in Bolivia were undertaken by 
Chilean interests, and plans were formed 
for exploitation of the petroleum field in 
the Department of Santa Cruz. Recent- 
ly a Bolivian engineer went to the Prov- 
inces of Caupolican, Munecas and Cama- 
cho in the Department of Paz to 
make a technical investigation of certain 
oil-bearing lands denounced there. 

A returned commission of Chilean engi- 
neers sent t6 investigate the troleum 
deposits in Eastern Bolivia, held by the 
Sociedad Petrolifera Santa Cruz is 
wholly satisfied with its investigations, 


‘and considered the expectations of the 


company well founded. Oil was found at 
several points on the property of the 
company, and a geologist was left on the 
field to study the probable extent of the 
deposits. 

Concerning the purpose of the com- 
pany to transport the oil to consuming 
centers in Bolivia and Chile, the commie- 
Sion stated that it had found land suit- 


able for the laying of pipelines, and 
pumps could be installed at intervals to 
force the oil from the lowlands about 
Santa Cruz to the highlands. The pipe- 
line would pass through Atocha and 
Uyuni, and once the oil was brought to 
the highlands the problem of transport- 
ing it -to Antofagasta and Iquique would 
be ,simple. Branch pipelines would be 
built to carry oil to Bolivian mining cen- 
ters. The Bolivian Government had ex- 
tended every facility to the commission 
during its expedition of 51 days. The 
welcome of the government was compre- 
hended when it was remembered that 
one of the greatest obstacles to the de- 
velopment of Bolivia is the scarcity of 
fuel. Bolivian coal contains too much 
sulphur, -.and there is practically no tim- 
ber available for fuel. 





High Gravity Oil Found in Recent 
Completion in Texas Opens 


New Possibilities. 
Houston, Tex., March 6, 1917. 

What is considered by practical oil men 
to be an evidence that the possibilities 
of the future development in production 
of the older oil flelds of the Gulf Coast 
region are almost beyond conjecture, took 
place a few days ago at Sour Lake when 
@ Well was brought in at a depth of 3,76 
feet by the Yount-Lee Oil Company. It 
had an initial production of 1,600 barrels 
per day, but this flow was reduced by its 
partial choking up with sand. The most 
Significant feature of this new strike is 
that the oil is of 37 gravity, which is 
much higher grade than any so far dis- 
covered in the coastal region of Texas 
or Louisiana. {t is believed to mark the 
beginning of extenSive operations in deep 
well drilling. It had heretofore been’ con- 
tended by geologists that no deep oil 
sand existed in the coastal region, but 
this late discovery disproves that theory. 
The oil in the upper stratas of these 
fields, as well as that of Goose Creek, 
ranges around 21 gravity.

CUBA COMING TO FORE 
AS PETROLEUM SOURCE 


Since Doheny Staked Claim for 
More Than Million Acres Near 
Havana Work Has Boomed—37 
Gravity Oil Found at Bacuranao. 


Advices from Cuba imdicate that oil 
of high ‘quality exists in the immediate 
vicinity of Havana. A report from that 
city sent on February 28 states that a 
gusher is expected to be brought in by 
the Union Oil Company in the last well 
that company has drilled in there. This 
well looks very promising since during 
the latter part of February it shot oil 
above the S0-foot derrick for some 20 
minutes. The Union Oil Company plans 
to shvot its No. 4 well as soon as the 
requisite permission from the Cuban 
fovernment to allow the use of nitro- 
glycerine can be obtained. This well is 
15 miles to the south of Havana. 

The Union Company already has two 
producing wells, which in themselves are 
now paying good returns on the invest- 
ment Several hundred dollars’ worth 
of oi! are produced dally, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the pumps are worked 
but a short time during the % hours 
owing to small tankage facilities. As 
soon as a pipeline can be laid the oil will 
be pumped to market, and our Havana 
informant believes the income from this 
source should be considerably more than 
$1,000 a day. The Standard Oil Company, 
it is claimed, is so interested in the oil 
from these wells that it has made a 
proposition to buy all that the company 
will supply. Up to the present, however, 
most of the oil that the company has 
been able to ship has been taken by isl- 
and sugar mills that are glad to pay $5 
a barrel for it. 

An Idaho company, which, Hke the 
Cuban-American, has denounced oll 
claimg next to those of the Union Oil 
Company, expects to bring a new well 
shortiy. All the indications are identical 
with those of well No. 1 of the Union 
company just before it was brought in. 
The latter cOmpany has been drilling 
only about a month. 

From Cuban sources, and from a man 
in the field who is familiar with the 
Texas and Mexican oil, developments, the 
Reperter presents the following summary 
¢ Cuban conditions, mailed February 
So 
“Here is the oil history of Cuba in a 
nutshell. About five years ago some en- 
terprising American. formed a company 
to find oil and began to drill near Ha- 
vana, because some oil men told him that 
it ‘looked good’; not that he cared par- 
ticularly whether or not oil was found. 
He wanted to sell stock whith he did 
and got out. Soon afterwards they 
struck oil at Bacuranao and have been 
actually pumping about 300 to 400 bar- 
rels a day from three or four wells. Then 
another company brought in another 
well where the oil comes to the surface 
and every now and then shoots up in the 
air, pushed up by the gas, and then sub- 
sides. The oil obtained has been of 37 
gravity and most of it is of paraffine 
base. Several claims have been staked 
and Edward IL. Doheny staked a claim 
covering Over 100,000 acres. That is all 
there is to it. I believe there is oil and 
oom. day there will be another Tampico 
ield,’’ 





2,000,000-Acre Land Lease Taken 


in Extreme South of Texas. 


San Ramon, Tex., March 6, 1917. 

One of the largest land leases for the 
purpose of prospecting for oil ever taken 
in a single body in Texas has just been 
consummated near here, the contract em- 
bracing 2,000,000 acres. This lease was 
obtained by F. B. Ranger, of Los An- 
geles, Cal., and the land is to be thor- 
oughly prospected with a view of devel- 
oping a new oil field. Several drilling 
outfits will be installed and the wells 
will be sunk to a depth of 3,000 feet, if 
necessary. Oil indications in this section 
of the ‘extreme southern portion of 
Texas are pronounced by experts to be 
unusually favorable. It is of the same 
character of geological formation as the 
region around Tampico, Mexico, . where 
oil wells of enormous output have been 
brought in. Natural gas has beén ob- 
tained in a number of shallow wells in 
this vicinity and one of these wells which 
has a flow of 6,000,000 cubic feet of gas 
per day is supplying a pipeline that runs 
to Laredo, where the fuel is distributed 
for domestic and industrial uses. The 
2,000,000-acre tract which Mr. Ranger has 
leased is situated about 2% miles north 
of the Rio Grande and within about 50 
miles of the Guif coast. 





Oil Land Leasing Bill Will Come 


Before Extra Session of Congress. 
Washington, March 9, 1917. 

All efforts to pass the General Mineral 
Land Leasing biil, including oil, gas, 
phosphate and potash lands, failed in the 
last session of Congress. Senator Hust- 
ing, of Wisconsin, objected to the con- 
sideration of the resolution, and the par- 
liamentary situation was such in the 
Senate that it was impvssible to reach 
a vote. 

The Oil Lands Leasing bill is one of 
the administration’s conservation mea- 
sures, strongly advocated by the Presi- 
dent and Secretary Lane of the Interior 
Department. It is expected that if an 
extra session of Congress is held this

New Mexican Petroleum Decree 
Places Tax on Oil Wasted 
at Wells. 


Tampico, Mexico, March 6, 1917. 

General Venustiano Carranza has 
Signed the decree which was recently 
prépared by the department of Fomento 
of the de facto government, increasing 
the export duties on crude and refined 
olls and other products of the industry, 
including asphaltum. Representatives of 
American and other foreign oil interests 
here are considerably exercised over the 
heavy increases made in the tax on these 
exports, 

One of the remarkable features of the 
new decree is that it levies a tax on 
waste oil, including that which may be 
lost at the wells. This tax, if enforced, 
would mean perhaps the payments of a 
large amount of money to the govern- 
ment for almost every well that is 
brought in. It is a well known fact that 
the wells of the gusher type often flow 
uncontrollably for several days before 
they can be harnessed. The famous well 
of the Eagle Oil Company at Potrero 
del Liano flowed unrestrained for three 
months after it was brought in a few 
years ago and during that period, up- 
wards of 15,000,000 barrels of oil went to 
waste from the well, it is claimed. Under 


the new decree a tax of what is the 
eyuivalent to 60 cents American money 
per tom is placed upon all oil that is 


wasted at the wells. Formal protest will 
be made, it is stated, to General Car- 
ranza of the alleged unreasonable bur- 
den that is placed on oil operators. It 
will be pointed Out that unless the de- 
cre2 is maierially modified, it will serve 
to retard future development of the oil 
resources of the country and will pre- 
vent the investment of much capital in 
se industry that would otherwise come 
ere. 


Standard Oil of Indiana Buys Kar- 
pen Building, Chicago, as Per- 
manent Home, 

Chicago, Ill., March 9, 1917. 

The Standard Oil Company of: Indiana 
has purchased the Karpen Building, at 
the southwest corner of Michigan Boule- 
vard and Ninth street, Chicago, and 
leasehold interest as well as fee simple of 
ground on which it stands, 132-241 feet, 
for $3,500,000. The building will be occu- 
pied as a permanent home for the com- 
pany, as it was unable to get sufficient 





Space to meet the rapidly growing re- 
quirements in two Other buildings occu- 
pied by it in the clty. 


The building is a twelve-story fireproof 
structure, the interior handsomely fin- 
ished in marble. The former owners pro- 
cured a permit for a nineteen-story build- 
ing. It is said the oil company will add 
seven stories to the building aS soon as 
conditions justify it. For the present the 
company will occupy the unoccupied part 
of the Karpen Building, which is fairly 
well rented. 

Fee simple of land was purchased from 
the First Trust and Savings Bank, trus- 
tee of the estate of Otto Young, for $1,000,- 
000, and the leasehold interest and the 
building from Karpen Bros. for $2,500,000. 

The land was leased by the First Trust 
and Savings Bank to the Karpens for 
ninety-nine years from 1911. An average 


annual rent is $33,535, which capitalized on 
a 4-per-cent. basis, gives a leasing value 
of $836,375, or at the rate of $6,263 a front 
foot, and $26 a square foot. 





VEGETABLE OIL MEN PROTEST TO I. C. C. 
REQUIREMENTS AS TO REFRIGERATING, ETC. 


Washington, March 9, 1917. 


In the matter of vegetable oils trans- 
portation and the provision requiring 
refrigeration in transit, protestants, rep- 
resented by Raymond A. Van Kir 
chairman, ‘Traffic Committee, National 
Varnish Manufacturers’ jiation, 
have filed a brief with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. They declare 
that respondents have failed to justify 
the reasonableness of or the necessity 
of new rules and regulations applying 
to the transportation of certain vege- 
table oils. The protestants are interested 
in China wood and soya bean oil and 
requested that the tariffs related to them 
be suspended. The conclusion of the 
protestants follow:— 

“The facts speak for themselves. It 
has been shown by protestants’ testi- 
money that the barrels are brand new 
and they conform to the ‘Specifications 
for Containers for Inflammable Mate- 
rials’; therefore, it is obvious that car- 
3 < tag condemnation of them is unreason- 
able. 

“That portion of the losses described as 
leakage is directly traceable to carriers’ 
negligence. If this were not so, then 
the carriers should have shown that the 
greater proportion of the shipments suf- 
fered loss of this nature and the losses 
would have taken place, irrespective of 
the time in transit, the lack of proper 
bracing or stowing, the transfer of load- 
ing, or other conditions of bad handling. 

“These extraordinary conditions affect 
all containers and it is only by reason 
of the peculiar structure of the barrel 
that more direct physical damage does 
not result. Hoops astray, barrels slack 
and staves split are as much the result 
of rough handling as broken boxes, torn 
bags, or other types of damage. 

“As a matter of law carriers are held 
responsible for losses due to their negli- 
gence. Delays in transit are likewise 
chargeable against the carriers if the 
shipper suffers loss thereby. 

“We believe the carriers have a right 
to demand a good, substantial pocaae, 
but we do not think they should e 
allowed to condemn one which has been 
shown to be as good if not. better than 
the great majority which they are han- 
dling continuously because it does not 
resist the extraordinary bad usage to 
which they have subjected it recently. 

“It having been established that the 
refrigeration provision as to these two 
oils is something which will not ac- 
complish the results desired, being purely 
a theory, we deny the right of the car- 
riers to experiment at the expense of 
the shippers, for the purpose of escap- 
ing the penalty of their own negligence. 

“The rules should be condemned as un- 
just and unreasonable. 

“It being a requirement of the act to 
regulate commerce that carriers shall 
ascertain weights, as an incident to 
transportation this rule should be _ con- 
demned as unjust and unreasonable. 

“While it is true that these rules 
are to apply on other imported vegetable 
oils, it is not proposed to apply them to 
the domestic oils, and as there is no 
fundamental difference in the nature of 
oils and as the domestic oils are shipped 
in wooden packages, on which the same 
conditions hold good, as testified to by 
respondent’s witnesses, we believe the 
rule is discriminatory. 

“If there is no inherent defect in the 
particular oils and the carriers are to be 
permitted to enforce a regulation of the 
nature proposed, because of the inability 
of the container to resist conditions over 
which the carriers have full control, 
then all oils moving in wooden barrels 
or packages, if not all liquids, should be 
subject to the same requiremens. 

“The rule should be condemned as it 
does not satisfy the requirements of the 
act to regulate commerce, section 6. 

‘Refrigeration tariffs have been pub- 
lished for the purpose of stating the 


charges and character of service the car- 
riers will grant on perishable commodi- 
ties. The application of these tariffs and 
the conditions surrounding refrigeration 
er can is the result of years of 
and experimenting. Shippers have 
tal interest in the question. Car- 
riers have known and established lia- 
bilities under them. Perishables have 
standard fast train service. Carriers are 
responsible for delays or loss due to neg- 
ligence. 

“These conditions do not and would 
not apply to these oils. They do not 
suffer decay, they are not accorded quick 
movement. 

“Shippers would not designate points of 
re-icing as required. Carriers have no 
knowledge of the amount of ice neces- 
sary. Delays in transit would augment 
the ice bill. Shippers would have no 
redress. If carriers neglected to re-ice 
and loss occurred shippers would be in 
no better position than they are now, as 
to the responsibility for the loss. It 
would be a cumulative expense, depend- 
ing entirely on the carriers. 

“Tf this is a reasonable and feasible 
requirement it should be determined in 
advance as to the factors of cost, not left 
to uncertainty.” 
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Trinidad Oil Companies Consoli- 
dated with More than $1,700,- 
000 Capital. 





The Trinidad Central Oilfields, Ltd., is 
a new British concern with a capital of 
£350,000 organized to take over the assets 
and undertakings of the Trinidad Cen- 
tral Oilfields, Ltd., the Cruse Syndicate, 
Ltd.,. the Oil Concessions of Mayars 
(Trinidad), Ltd., and the Ortoire Syndi- 
cate, Ltd., and to carry on the business 
of producers, refiners, manufacturers, 
importers and exporters of and dealers in 
mineral and other oils, natural gas, as- 
phalt, pitch, etc. The charter provides 
that so long as the company does busi- 
ness in Trinidad it shall remain a Brit- 
ish company with a British chairman 
and managing-director, if any, and a 
British majority on the board. 
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Sinclair Interests to Survey 9,000,- 
000 Acres in Costa Rica— 
1,000,000 to Be Developed. 


The Sinclair Central American Oil 
Company, controlled by the Sinclair Gulf 
Company, has perfected plans for the 
largest geological work ever undertaken 
by a privately owned corporation. A 
complete survey will be made of 9,000,000 
acres of land in Costa Rica to deter- 
mine in advance of drilling where oil is 
likely to be found, 

Donald F.. MacDonald, who is in charge 





of the work, served as chief geologist 
under Major-General Goethals im build- 
ing the Panama Canal. Others in the 
party are:—Thomas W. White, vice- 


president of the Sinclair Central Ameri- 
can Oil Company, and Lincoln G. Valen- 
tine, who obtained the concession. 

Mr. MacDonald already had made a 
careful study of geological formations 
and oil seepages in Costa Rica. 

Though the concession covers 9,000,000 
acres, the company must select within 
four years 1,000,000 acres for development. 
The property is within 150 miles of the 
Panama Canal and the concession covers 
all the territory on the sea coast both 
on the Atlantic and the Pacific sides. 
Samples secured from seepages show a 
lighter gravity of oil than the average 
gravity of Mexican oil,

served This Year in Butler, Pa. 


“Drake Day,” the annual observance of 
the anniversary of the discovery of 
petroleum in Pennsylvania, will be held 
this year at Butler, Pa., on August 2, 
and the Butler Chamber of Commerce 
and other local and State interests are 
preparing for the most successful of any 
of the celebrations so far observed.

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Russo-Persian Oil »Concession in 
Ardebil District to Live .for 
70 Years. 


M. Choshtaria has obtained from the 
Persian Government, at Teheran, an ex- 
clusive concession for exploiting the 
petroleum deposits in the district of 
Ardebil for the period of seventy years. 
Mr. Choshtaria represents a number of 
Russian capitalists. This concession, to- 
gether with concessions of a _ similar 
character in Gillan, Marandaran and 
Astrabad, obtained last year by the same 
agent, completes the transfer into Rus- 
sian hands of all the petroleum wealth 
of Northern Persia, and has removed the 
strong foreign opposition that has dis- 
puted Russian dominance in the Caspian 
provinces of Persia. 
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Sinclair Interests May Build New 
Refinery at New Orleans Within 


a Year. 
New Orleans, La., March 9, 1917. 
To handle the ever increasing produc- 





tion of the Louisiana wells, which is 
mixed with a grade of Oklahoma oil to 
be made into high grade gasoline, an- 


other big refinery may be built here 
within the next year, according to S. F. 
Sinclair, president of the Sinclair Gulf 
Corporation. The Sinclair Corporation 
has just bought out the Freeport & Tam- 
pico Oi] Corporation, and as important 
developments are expected to result from 
the. merger, the deal has awakened wide- 
spread interest in New Orleans among 
oil men. The Sinclair properties now are 
yielding more than 150,000 barrels daily, 
and Mr. Sinclair admitted, they are sore- 
ly in need of a refinery convenient to 
the center of production. 

Clayton B. Deming, who has been man- 
ager here for the Freeport interests, it 
is understood, will continue to direct the 
affairs of the merged companies.

What is said to have been-the largest 
and the longest mortgage ever filed at

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MINNEAPOLIS. 
Minneapolis, Minn., March 7, 1917. 

Again the cash flaxseed market is gain- 
ing on the futures and there is a very 
good demand for the light daily offer- 
ings. Several of the crushers are in the 
market all of the time and there is good 
competition for the choice seed. The d 
mand for the poor seed is not very g “f 
though little of it is getting away from 
few cars are being reshipped 

Some seed has been _ 
chased for Chicago crushers and ship- 
ments in that direction are fair. 

Offerings on spot and to arrive are 
very light. Evidently a large rtion 
of the stuff moving is being applied on 
to arrive contracts as the spot offerings 
do not show up as heavy as the posted 
receipts indicated. Most of the seed is 
either bought in transit or applied on 
these old contracts. As Montana and 
North Dakota seed is usually traded in 
to arrive it follows that the spot offer- 
ings are usually of the Southern Minne- 
sota and South Dakota varieties, mostly 
Southern Minnesota. South Dakota is 
shipping only a moderate amount of stuff 
mow. ‘The few scattering cars of Mon- 
tana that are offered are snapped up 
quickly. Offerings. to arrive are very 
light. Line elevator companies say they 
have disposed of practically all of their 
lioldings in country houses. They offered 
it in round lots at May price a little ear- 
lier in the season, but found few takers, 
so they hedged it in the May future and 
were able In the end to get rid of it at 
a fairly good premium over that future. 
For instance, one elevator company of- 
fered to sell a good sized lot of it to ar- 
rive at May price, but could not find a 
taker. The supply was hedged and later 
sold out in small lots at 3 cents over. 
Fresh deliveries in the country are very 
light. Farmers have very little in reserve 
beyond their seed requirements and most 
of the storage tickets have been cleaned 
up. Some choice seed is ee 3 held back 
for spring seeding, though the elevator 
companies have loaded out full car lots 
whenever they were able to get the cars. 

There is considerable conjecture as to 
how much seed there is tied up in the 
snow blockade. Crushers expected quite 
a ruSh of seed when the weather loosens 
up all of the sidings, but the elevator 
managers say there is very little seed in 
transit. 

There is some trade in Canadian seed 
almost daily. Most of this stuff is sold 
to arrive while in transit and as a rule is 
not offered in the spot market. Offerings 
to arrive from over the boundary are 
very light owing to the inability of the 
shippers there to get cars. The country 
run Canadian seed is very good, but stuff 
that has been loaded out of the terminal 
elevators generally contains some scabby 
stuff and is not nearly as Satisfactory as 
that that is shipped direct from country 
stations. Shippers along the Soo line in 
Canada are able to get more stuff for- 
ward to Minneapolis than shippers’ in 
other sections, but inasmuch as the Soo 
line will not allow cars to leave their 
rails here only one or two buyers are 
— to take the offerings from that 
road, 

There is one fair sized lot of elevator 
seed here, but so far it has not been of- 
fered for sale. The owners of this supply 
have been accumulating it for some time 
past, picking up all sorts of stuff from 
Southern Minnesota to choice Canadian. 
Today the seed represents a fairly good 
profit, as much of it was picked up at a 
discount under the May future. How- 
ever, the carrying charge is heavy on 
account of the high price and unless the 
holders dump the supply soon their only 
Salvation will be a constant upward 
trend in premiums, which they evidently 
expect. The situation at present is in 


.their favor, as country reserves are very 


light and the local supply of seed in pri- 
7 bins has been sold in the shape of 
oil. 

Reports from the country indicate a 
fine outiook for the agricultural season. 
The chief concern now is the running off 
of snow early enough to allow of the 
regular spring work on farms. The fall 
of snow was unusually heavy this year 
and spring floods may interfere with 
farm work and delay the season. 

The advance in the futures was due 
partly to the excitement in other grains 
and partly to the strong commercial sit- 
uation. Linseed oil trade is unusually 
good for this season of the year and the 
crushers have had to look about for cash 
supplies to take care of their future 
needs. If the present demand for oil 
keeps up there is no telling where the 
seed to make it from is to be secured. 
The domestic reserve is very light, if the 
government estimate ig any where near 
correct, and the Canadian markets keep 
pace well with the markets on this side 
of the boundary, which prevents any lib- 
eral trade in seed from that country, al- 
though it is claimed that crushers have 
considerable May bought in Winnipeg. 

LINSEED OTL. 

The demand for oil is unusually good 
for this time of the year and the mar- 
ket is limited by the ability of the crush- 
ers to secure flax to crush im time to 
make deliveries on contracts. During the 
past week offerings for deferred shipment 
1ave been light because the oil on hand 
has mostly all been sold for March and 
April shipment and the largest part of 
the flaxseed supply held by the crushers 
represents oil business already secured. 
Tt is said that one crusher has withdrawn 
trom the market entirely for that reason. 
Shipments are as heavy as the supply 
of cars will permit of and will be through 
the months of March and April. Fur- 
ther interest in deferred oil is good, but 
prices are getting . stronger compared 
with the futures, owing to the difficulty 
in finding a market for the by-products 
and the scarcity of seed supplies offered 
on spot and to arrive. Shipping direc- 


tions are very prompt as a rule and the 


crushers are behind On orders on account 
of their inability to get cars to make 
shipment. The car situation was im- 
proved for a time, but is worse again and 
the situation does not promise relief in 
the near future. The supply on hand in 
local tanks is liberal and qewing. but 
would decrease immediately if the crush- 
ers were able to ship more freely. 
LINSEED OTL MBAL, 

The demand for meal ig mot very broad 
or active and the accumulation here is 
bothering most of the crushers. Buyers 
are in the market daily for a moderate 
supply of stuff to be shipped at once, but 
as the crushers can not get the cars to 
make prompt shipment the amount of 
business is small and trade is feature- 
less. Millfeed is still very high anda 
helps to maintain meal prices. he late 
sharp advance in corn also is a factor, 
but strong prices for the immediate fu- 
ture do not mean much to the crushers 
if they can not make shipments. 


LINSEED OIL CAKE, 

The cake market is unchanged com- 
pared with a week ago. There is no fresh 
usiness to record and the exporters evi- 
dently can not get any ocean tonnage, 
as they are not making any inquiry. Re- 
selling of cake in the shape of meal is 
resorted to from time to time ag the 
exporters are unable to handle Shipments 
at the seaboard. The railroad companies 
are still very strict in tones consign- 
ments. They retuse them unless assur- 
ance is given that the carg will be un- 
loaded promptly at the seaboard.

The government has 
already placed orders for machinery for 
pulling and harvesting. 

car Of Canadian flaxseed sold. at 
Minneapolis last week realized the record 
sum for a car of flax at $,011.0%. The 
car contained 1,764. bushels net. 

The total flax stocks in interior eleva- 
tors (west of Winnipeg) on February 2 
were 829,452 bushels, as against 372,023 a 
year ago. The total inspections for the 
week were 81 cars, as against 67 for the 
corresponding week a year ago. 

Flax stocks at Fort William and Port 
Arthur terminals for the week ending 
March 2 have increased 23,614 bushels, as 
against an increase the corresponding 
week previous year of 47,676. :

Bahia Whaling Industry Shows 
Marked Declines in Past Three 


Years, 

The whaling industry in Bahia has been 
declining for the past 20 years. It began 
with the advent of petroleum. The past 
few years have seen new uses and mar- 
kets for whale oil but an increasing scar- 
city of whales. ‘Where formerly the 
whales came in groups of 8 or 10, and 
there were many groups, now the grounps 
number 2 and 3 and are few and far be- 
tween. Formerly the whales seemed 
fearless, now they are timid. The whal- 
ing season begins in July and ends in 
October. The whales have visited the 
coast of Bahia since its first settlement. 

The principal whaling centers are 
Soss! da Fonce and Itapoan on the north 
coast and Carvalles on the south. The 
methods of whaling, curing, and dispos- 
ing of the products have not changed 
in the last 20 years. 

The only firm engaged in whaling in 
the city of Bahia estimates that for the 
past three years the number of whales 
killed averages . This compares un- 
favorably with 338 in 19038 and 369 in 1904. 

The movement of whale oil for the 
years 1914, 1915 and 1916, are as follows:— 

The total shipments of whale oil for 
1914 were 270,350 gallons, of which 194,350 
gallons went to Brazilian ports and 76,000 
gallons to England. 

The total shipments of whale oil in 1916 
were 277,032 gallons, of which 24,500 gal- 
lons went to Brazilian ports, 5,500 gallons 
to England, and 17,032 gallons to the 
United States. 

The only movement reported in 1916 
w 33,350 gallons of whale oil to 
Brazilian ports. This would indicate a 
stock of whale oil approximating 240,000 
gallons. 

The official price for whale oil was 10 
cents per gallon in the past three years. 
The selling price would be from one-third 
to one-haif more,

The position of the lead and zinc 
pigments has occasioned considerable 
comment in the trade during the 
week. At the close of last week leading 
producers of the lead pigments an- 
nounced a new and higher price 
schedule for most of the lead pig- 
ments. Producers of zine oxide also 
sent out a new schedule of prices for 
French process zinc oxide. The latter 
pigment was lowered in price, as com- 
pared with the values in effect for the 
first quarter of the year. Another 
feature to the market for paint ma- 
terials this week was the rise in prices 
for linseed oil. The oil market had 
been at a standstill for some time and 
the rather sharp rise in values during 
the week was unlooked for by many 
members of the trade. Seed prices, 
however, were on an advancing scale 
and as call for oil become more active 
the market responded quickly to 
changed conditions. The probable 
searcity of flaxseed is now regarded 
as more certain in some quarters, and 
it is freely stated that values for lin- 
seed oil have not yet reached the high 
limits. The position of other vege- 
table oils is favorable to advances in 
linseed oil, and, in fact, the scarcity 
of soya bean and China wood oils is 
very marked. Paris green was again 
subjected to advances in price, as pro- 
ducers are still confronted with the 
scarcity of arsenic, and the high prices 
demanded for raw materials is assert- 
ing itself in the quotations for the 
finished material. Some of the other 
dry colors, notably chrome green and 
chrome yellow, have been offered at 
more favorable terms, Whiting and 
putty remain in a strong position, and 
the difficulty in bringing the material 
from abroad is affecting all imported 
articles. On page 20 there is a com- 
plete report on the flaxseed situation. 
A report on .linseed oil and naval 
stores will be found on pages 29 and 33, 
respectively. Comment on the impor- 
tant items in the paint trade follows:— 


LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 


PIG LEAD.—A price of 9c. per 
pound has been maintained all the 
week for this metal. This price, how- 
ever, is not a basis of trading and the 
quotation is given at 10@Il1lc, per 
pound, ag representing the bid and 
asked price. There are no stocks of 
importance to be obtained at any 
price and the short supplies in con- 
suming markets is proof that the mar- 
ket will remain strong for the imme- 
diate future. Lead ore at Joplin is 
quoted at $122.50 per ton. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—The strong position of the 
metal market has not been without 
effect on the pigments. At the close of 
last week leading corroders announced 
that a higher price schedule had be- 
come effective for basic carbonate. 
The advance amounted to %c. per 
pound. The revised quotations make 
the selling price for dry basic car- 
bonate 9%c. per pound. For the pig- 
ment ground in oil the price is 10%c. 
per pound. In both cases these prices 
represent the asking prices for round 
lots, as smaller amounts are held at 
premiums. The metal market has held 
strong throughout the week, and this 
‘has been reflected in the market for 
the pigments. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SULPHATE). 
~The higher prices, as announced for 
basic carbonate at the close of last week, 
did not extend to the market for basic 
sulphate, but it will be recalled that 
prices for this pigment were advanced 
in the preceding week. The market has 
been firm in tone ever since and sellers 
are holding 8\%c. per pound as an inside 
price for round lots. There is a good 
demand for basic sulphate and produtc- 
ers are said to hold numerous orders for 
deliveries over the next two or three 
months. 

RED LEAD.—This oxide was marked 
up in price on Saturday of last week 
and the advance was well maintained 
during the current week. The lowest 
price now quoted is 10%c. per pound. 
Red lead in oil also is commanding high- 
er prices and the low level is now estab- 
lished at 10%c. per pound. There is 
graded scale of prices which governs 
smaller lots and the prices, as given, 
are for large amounts. 

LITHARGE.—This is one‘of the lead 
pigments which was not affected by the 
rise in the metal or, at least, sellers did 
not mark up their prices as in the case 
of most of the other lead pigments. The 
quotation for large amounts has held 
unchanged at 9%@9%c. per pound, with 
the range depending on seller. There is 


a good demand for litharge and stocks 
are not heavy, and, with producing costs 
high, the tone of the market is strong, 
despite the fact that the advance of 





last week was not extended to this ma- 


trial. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—This material 
is relatively less active than the other 
lead pigments, but sellers say there is 
a routine delivery to consumers which 
takes normal amounts out of the mar- 
ket. The price is holding firm in view 
of higher producing costs and sellers 
are asking 12%c. per pound as a mini- 
mum price. There is a difference in 
price, according to seller. 

SPELTER.—The_ spot price for 
spelter has been steady throughout the 
week with demand quiet. The price is 
given at 11%c. per pound. S§pot ma- 
terial has been commanding a premium 
over nearby shipments for some time, 
and this condition still continues. 
Prices are graded according to time of 
delivery and the price declines as the 
time of delivery become more distant. 


Zine ore at Joplin is quoted at $80@90 


per ton. 

ZINC OXIDE.—The most important 
feature of the week in the market for 
zine oxide was the announcement that 
leading producers had established a new 
price schedule for French process zinc 
oxide. As has been the case for some 
time prices for these grades are fixed 
for a period of three months and the 
new schedule is to apply on sales for 
delivery over the second quarter of the 
year. Another feature to the new 
prices is the fact that they are lower 


than those now in-.effect. The new 
schedule is as _ follows: Red seal, 
15@15%ec. per pound; green _ seal, 
15%@15%c. per pound; white seal, 


16@16%c. per pound. These prices are 
based on shipments in barrels f. o. b. 
shipping point, with freight allowance 
only for car lots. The new prices be- 
come effective on April 1 and will con- 
tinue for the second quarter of the year. 
There has been no change in the prices 
as quoted for ordinary American zinc 
oxide and prices are as follows:—Ior 
50-ton lots the quotation is 9%c. per 
pound. For car lots 9%c. per pound is 
quoted, and less than car lots are held 
at 10c. per pound. Special zine oxide 
is quoted at 104%@10%c. p2r pound, 
according to quantity. The above prices 
are based upon shipments in barrels, 
and are f. o. b. shipping point, with 
usual freight allowance on carload lots. 
The above products are also available 
in paper bags of 50 pounds net weight 
when shipped in carloads. In this 
container the price will be %c. per 
pound less than quoted above. Bags 
cannot be shipped in less than carload 
lots. Mixed carloads of barrels and 
bags cannot be shipped. The above 
prices are effective only on contract 
for the first half of the year 1917, and 
are subjected to change without notice. 


DRY COLORS, 


There has been an advance in the 
prices asked for Paris green as pro- 
ducers not only are forced to pay higher 
prices for some of the important raw 
materials, but are finding difficulty in 
securing enough stocks to fill their re- 
quirements. Some of the dry colors 
are easier in price. This is shown in 
the offering of contracts for chrome 
green and chrome yellow at lower levels. 

BLACKS. 

This market is in an unchanged posi- 
tion. Stocks of carbon gas black are 
being used to fill existing orders and 
there is but little surplus for new busi- 
ness. As a result the spot price is 
largely nominal and the market is con- 
trolled by second hands. There is the 
usual difference in price to be found 
where second hand offerings enter into 
the question. A nominal price of 
25@32c. per pound is given as repre- 
senting the market. There is a range 
in prices quoted for mineral blacks, and 
this has covered up some fluctuations 
in the different grades. The quotation 
is $20@30 per ton.

blue continues to be offered at different 
prices. This is partly due to a differ- 
ence in the prices of sellers, but also 
is accounted for by the fact that differ- 
ent grades are on the market. Some 
producers are said to be turning out a 
good grade of Prussian blue from a 
soda base and as soda is cheaper than 
potash this is shown in a difference in 
the prices sked for finished color, ac- 
cording as they are made from a soda 
or from a potash mbase. The prices 
asked for Prussian blue range from 
85c. per pound to $1.15 per pound. 
Chinese blue is offered at 95c. to $1.05 
per pound. Ultramarine blues are firm 
with offerings iimted and prces de- 
pending on grade. 
BROWNS. 

All foreign materials are affected to a 
greater or less extent by the shipping 
situation.. This has not changed dur- 
ing the week and previous reports on 
foreign earths still hold true. This 
means that Italian sienna is firmly held 
at 44%@9c. per pound. Domestic sienna 
is affected by general conditions of 
transportation and in some quarters spot 
offerings are small. Prices are quoted 
at 2@2'%c. per pound for raw and for 


burnt, 
GREENS. 


The arsenic market is attracting at- 
tention from manufacturers of Paris 
green, There are only small amounts 
of arsenic available and as prices are 
high the result is easy to see in the 
market for green. Prices for the lat- 
ter were again advanced during the 
week, and the inside price is now given 
at 34c. per pound. In contrast to this 
is the report that sales of chrome green 
have been made on terms more favor- 
alble to buyers. The quotation for chem- 
ically pure chrome green is now given 
at 32@50c. per pound, according to 
grade. Grinders chrome green is offered 
at 13@18c. per pound; jobbing at 10@ 
12c. per pound and common at 8@10c. 
per pound, 

REDS. 

English vermilion is holding a strong 
position and the lowest offers heard this 
week were on a basis of $2.50 per pound. 
Some sellers had limited amounts which 


| they offered at that price, but stated 


that the offers were subject to previous 
sale. Chinese vermilion also is scarce, 
and $2.50 per pound is given as a nomi- 
nal figure. Red oxide continues to bring 
high prices with values ranging accord- 
ing to quality. The prices are 3c, to 
15c. per pound, 
YELLOWS. 


Chemically pure chrome yellow has 
been offered on contracts at 22@2é6c. per 
pound. This is a lower price schedule 
than has been effective in the past and 
shows that sellers are granting conces- 
sions to buyers. Ocher is in fair de- 
mand, with domestic grades quoted at 
$20@30 per ton, according to grade. 
French ocher is influenced by high 
shipping costs and also by restrictions 
on shipping. The quotation is 3@3'éc. 
per pound, 

OTHER PAINT MATERIALS. 

There has been some contracting in 
the market for barytes and sellers have 
encouraged buying by quoting more 
favorable prices. The position of the 
foreign materials is unchanged and this 
condition is likely to continue as long 
as difficulty is found in bringing ma- 
terials into this country and as long as 
high ocean freights are effective. 

BARYTES.—Prime domestic barytes 
water floated has been quoted for de- 
livery over the year on a basis of $28@ 
32 per ton f. o. b. New York or Phila- 
delphia. The market is not active, but 
a good call is reported for supplies 
against contracts which are still ef- 
fective. Foreign grades are more or less 
nominal at present, as shippers are 
waiting for the transportation question 
to settle into something more concrete. 

BLANC FIXE.—Domestic production 
of blanc fixe has gained ground to a 
considerable extent since the first of the 


year and with the increase in stocks the 
market has been less firm, though the 
change in prices has been made during 
the week. For blanc fixe pulp the quo- 
tation is given at $35@40 per ton. The 
dry product is holding at an inside of 
4c, per pound. 

CASEIN.—Imports of casein have 
been noted, but they are passing di- 
rect to consumers and there is no sur- 
plus ‘in the spot market. Offerings 
are heard at different prices and for 
some of the imported grades sellers 
are asking 28c. per pound. The mar- 
ket price is hard to define accurately 
at present, but the range may be 
placed at 19c. to 28c. per pound, 

WHITING.—There is good call for 
whiting against old orders and this 
is active enough to take up practically 
all the stocks of producers. In fact, 
some producers are said to be behind 
with deliveries. There is no definite 
price for spot material, as the most 
prominent factors in the trade are not 
quoting. The supply of chalk is not 
proving adequate for the demands of 
the whiting trade and the situation 
will not improve until the supply of 
chalk is increased. 


GLUES. 


No accurate prices have been given 
for glue recently. Sellers report that 
they are not able to make firm offers, 
as they need their supplies for the 
wants of their regular customers. In 
fact, some producers are not making 
deliveries as promptly as. desired. 
Raw materials continue to bring high 
prices and are scarce at the quota- 
tions. This of itself would establish 
high prices for the finished products, 
but in addition to this is the fact 
the demand is ahead of the supply 
and this creates a wholly nominal 
market as far as prices are concerned. 


VARNISH GUMS, 


As the supply of varnish gums is 
dependent on foreign markets, the 
shipping situation is one of the most 
prominent factors in the market.. This 
has been referred to in recent reports 
but is accentuated as time goes on and 
the supply of gums in the spot mar- 
ket is reduced. ‘There is a firm tone 
to prices, as import costs are increas- 
ing, and some sellers say that if de- 
mand was more active prices would 
not be held in check as they are now. 
The higher grades of. kauri and all 
grades of damar are among the items 
which are very firm in price. Copal 
gums are said to be offered on favor- 
able terms and some sellers are ad- 
vising their purchase... A complete 
price schedule for gums will be found 
on page 63. 


WINDOW GLASS, 


There has been no let up in the 
strong position of window glass as 
given in recent reports. The stocks 
in sellers’ hands are comparatively 
small and, as producing costs are 
holding up, the higher prices demand- 
ed for stocks are well established and 
predittions of still higher quotations 
are freely heard. There is some diffi- 
culty in moving stocks of glass to 
consuming points and this also ap- 
plies to the moving of raw materials 
to the manufacturing plants.

CHEMICAL EXCHANGE 
HEARING A FIASCO 


Advocates of Proposed New Com- 
mercial Body Fail to Appear Be- 
fore Drug Trade Section—Matter 


Sent to a Committee, 


Advocates of the proposition to estab- 
lish a drug and chemical exchange in 
this city falied tu respond to the invita- 
tion sent out by the drug trade Section 
of the New York Board of Trade and 
Transportation, and discussion on this 
subject, which was to have been the fea- 
ture of Jast Wednesday’s meeting fell 
flat. A special notice was sent to the 
members anu an invitation extended to 
non-members irterested in the movement 
to be present so that the question might 
receive Impartial hearing. As the prop- 
osition met with no support it was. de- 
cided to refer the matter to the Com- 
mittee on Imports of Drugs and Chem- 
icals, which is to report at the next 
meeting. 

At the February meeting of the sec- 
tion, Irving McKesson brought up the 
question of eStablishing an exchange, but 
owing to the fact that so‘ few advocates 
of this movement were present at that 
session, it was agreed upon to make it 
the special order of business at the forth- 
coming meeting. 

In the absence of Chairman Burton T. 
Bush, who was in St. Louis on business, 
Howell Foster, vice-chairman, presided. 
A telegram from Mr. Bush, urging that 
resolutions be drawn up by the drug 
trade section supporting President Wil- 
son in hig efforts to uphold the freedom 
of the seas, was read and the proposition 
was unanimously. adopted. The resolu- 
tion follows:— 

Resolved, That the drug trade sec- 
tion of the New York Board of Trade 
and Transportation upholds the 
President of the United States in all 
efiorts which he may make to safe- 
guard the freedom of transportation 
of persons and property, which be- 
longs to the United States as a neu- 
tral nation, and we pledge him our 
support, even though it becomes nec- 
essary to place Our legal rights and 
our honor above our love for peace 
with all nations, 

The report of the Committee on Leg- 
islation was read by Secretary William 
Fk. McConnell. The report touched on 
the Jones-Reed amendment to the post- 
office appropriation bill and. the Whitney 


‘bill, introduced in the Legislature of the 


State of New York by the Joint Legis- 
lative Committee to investigate the Sale 
and distribution of habit-forming drugs. 

Mr. McConnell advised the members 
that, while no definite action nas yet 
been taken by the railroads in regard to 
the lifting of the embargo on drugs, etc., 
as only a week has elapsed since the secre 
tion filed its protest, Commissioner C. C. 
McChord has addressed a letter to the 
organization in which he states that the 
matter will be taken up by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

It wag brought to the attention of the 
section that the government imtends to 
publish regularly a list showing what 
merchandise has been taken over for al- 
leged violation of the pure food and

LINSEED OIL. 


In_our report of last week the price 
for oil in car lots was given at 93c. 
per gallon. Today the lowest price 
quoted in the local market is $1 per 
gallon. This is the highest price 
reached in the present crop year, and 
in fact the highest quoted in some 
years. Every aspect of the market is 
reported to be bullish and the quota- 
tion is not only firm at the advance, 
but still higher prices are said to be 
in prospect. In fact, some crushers 
were asking $1.01 per gallon at the 
close of trading, and those who were 
willing to do business on the $1 basis 
were doing so only for prompt -de- 
livery, and were asking a premium of 
1@2c. per gallon for deferred deliver- 
ies. Increased demand for oil and 
higher seed prices are responsible for 
the marking up of oil prices, but back 
of all this is the supposition that the 
seed supply will prove inadequate and 
conditions are explained on the theory 
that supply will fall far short of the 
demand. The position of all grains and 
oils is strong and crushers say this is 
important in the oil and seed markets, 
as it does not leave much chence for 
bearish influences to develop. Some of 
the trades which are large consumers 
of linseed oil are reported to be active, 
and this gives promise that total con- 
Sumption will be normal or probably 
better than normal. The greater the 
consumption the more foreign seed will 
‘be required, and in view of the cost of 
securing this it is evident that crushers 
will be working on high priced seed 
unless there is a radical change in the 
shipping situation, 

Cash seed at Duluth closed last Sat- 
urday at $2.81% per bushel, and the 
close yesterday was $2.925, per bushel 
with the market opening still higher 
on Saturday. Hence seed values ap- 
preciated over 1lc.. per bushel. during 
the period, and this naturally in- 
creased the cost of producing oil, 
though the advance in oil was larger 
comparatively than that in seed. The 
shipments of seed from the Argentine 
this week amounted to 99,000 bushel, 
but it was all for Europe. More ac- 
tive demand was reported in the Ar- 
gentine markets and prices there were 
higher, and ‘when the cost of trans- 
porting seed is taken into considera- 
tion, it is found that Argentine seed is 
considerably above the parity of do- 
mestic seed. Detailed reports on the 
Western, Canadian and Buenos Aires 
seed markets from our own corre- 
spondents will be found on page 20.

COTTONSEED OIL. 


Prices have shown a moderate Te- 
action from the previously established 
high levels. The downward movement 
has been irregular, as the market has 
many friends, and the influx of buying 
orders at intervals has forced sharp 
temporary upturns. Holders who had 
large paper profits, however, have 


shown a desire to realize, and the sell- 
ing had a depressing influence. At 
times the downward movement caught 
stop loss orders, and these only added 
to the depressing force. It must be 
admitted that no material weakness 
hag been displayed. The. reaction is 
considered in order after the substan- 
tial advances recently recorded, and 
the trade opinion is to the effect that 
the upward tendency will be resumed 
after liquidation is completed. Devel- 
opments in the lard market will, of 
course, prove an important factor in 
shaping oil pricés, but the feeling in 
lard and practically every other fat and 
grease is bullish at the present time. 
Large soapmakersg are cleaning up the 
tallow and grease’ markets at the best 
prices on record, and at the moment 
there is a pronounced scarcity of offer- 
ings. Makers of lard compound report 
an improved demand for their product 
and business is expected to increase so 
long as a favorable price differential 
exists between compound.and pure 
lard, Bleachable oil was quoted at 
$1 a gallon loose early in the week, but 
this grade could probably have been 
bought at 98c. at the close. Exports 
continue light and confined mostly to 
case lots. The following table shows

Chicago Cotton Oil Market. 
Chicago, March 8, 1917. 


The break in the local market on Tuesday 
and Wednesday brought about a similar 
sharp reaction in the cottonseed oil market 
here.

While the hog market continued its up- 
ward flight this week, setting new high rec- 
ords each day, it finally reached the pre- 
dicted $15 mark today. The week opened 
with another sharp advance in lard and the 
strength continued until Tuesday, but there 
was a reaction later in the second day. The 
large offering brought out by the bulge be- 
ing too heavy for the market to digest. To- 
day lard was again sharply lower, failing 
to follow a 20@25c. advance in hog values. 
Heavy realizing, liquidating and lessening of 
demand all combined to bring about the 
weakness. There -was little support afforded 
the market. On the extreme dip some of 
the largest longs were credited with buying. 
Hog arrivals totaled 34,000 head and in the 
West 110,400, against 110,100 head received 
a year ago. Lard shipments amounted to 
1,758,000 pounds, compared with 2,161,000 
pounds last year. A brisk business was 
transacted in lard today. The offerings 
were liberal and the demand wag rather 
active. The market was greatly unsettled 
and fluctuations in prices were frequent. 
There was unusual pressure to sell early 
and prices irregularly declined 67%@70c. on 
the whole range. At the decline the demand 
improved and prices irregularly advanced 
30@35c, and closed steady. ‘Longs’ liqui- 
dated freely. The demand for shipment was 
fair. and the offerings were good.

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—An- 
other week of dullness is noted in the 
turpentine market. Business has con- 
tinuei along extremely quiet lines and 
small lot trading is about the only 
activity noted. Prices have settled 
down to a 50c. level and closed at this 
figure, which is a net decline of one 
cent a gallon for the week. Buyers 
are impressed with the theory that 
stocks are ample to meet requirements 
with the export trade restricted and 
they believe that the approach of the 
new producing season will tend to es- 
tablish a lower rather than a higher 
trading basis. The spring inquiry, 
therefore, is not meeting seasonable 
expectations and the local market re- 
mains a very dull affair. Sales of 203 
barrels have been recorded at Savan- 
nah, and 59 barrels at Jacksonville. 
Official advices report turpentine ship- 
ments for the week at Savannah at 
900 barrels. Receipts were 28 bar- 
rels. Stocks were 12,818 barrels, as 
compared with 13,543 barrels last 
week, and 10,084 barrels last year.

COURT DECISION HITS 
“RESALE” STIPULATIONS 


Federal Tribunal Finds Baltimore 
Firm Entitled to Recover Under 
Clayton Amendment to Federal 
Anti-Trust Laws. 


Baltimore, March 9, 1917. 

The decision of the Federal Court here 
in the case of Frey & Son, Inc., a whole- 
sale grocery firm, against the Welsh 
Grape Juice Company, asking damages 
for the alleged loss sustained through re- 
fusal of the Welsh Company to supply 
the Baltimore firm with goods, has been 
reversed in the United States Court of 
Appeals in Richmond, Va., which trib- 
unal holds that the plaintiff is entitled 
to recover. The case involved the appli- 
cation of the Federal anti-trust laws, 
including the Clayton amendment, for- 
bidding combinations and discriminations 
in restraint of trade. Frey & Son, Inc., 
alleged that they, when they refused to 
obligate themselves to maintain the price 
to retailers fixed by the Welsh Com- 


pany On its grape juice, the Welsh Com- 
pany cut off its supply of goods, thereby 
causing the firm here serious loss di- 
rectly and damaging it otherwise. The 
firm brought suit for damages, invoking 
the anti-trust laws, and when the case 
went against It, carried the complaint to 
the Court of Appeals at Richmond. 

The opinion of Judge Woods, of that 
court, discountenancing the practice of 
some manufacturers of food stuffs in at- 
tempting to control the price for their 
products when resold by a jobber to a 
retailer, or by the retailer to the con- 
sumer, said:— 


‘The defendant, a manufacturer and Seller in 
Baltimore of an established article of com- 
merce known as Welch’s grape juice, had an 
understanding or agreament with the jobbers 
to whom it sold that they should sell at not 
less than a fixed price to retailers, The plain- 
tiff, a wholesale grocer in Baltimore, with a 
considerable trade in defendant’s goods, being 
contented to take a smaller profit than others, 

an to sell at a lower price than that the 
defendant required its customers to charge. 


Why Sale Was Refused. 


“For this violation of its requirements the 
defendant refused to sell to the plaintiff ex- 
eept at the list price which it required jobbers 
to charge retailers. This discrimination re- 
sulted in the entire loss of the profits which 
the plaintiff ‘would have made in the regular 
course of ite sales of Welch’s grape juice and 
doss of trade in other commodities, since cus- 
tumers who desired Welch's gra juice and 
aintiff trans- 


could not purchase it from the p

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ferred their general accounts to other jobbers 
who could supply the grape juice. 

“The declaration was divided into two counts, 
the damages declared in the first count being 
for the alleged —" combination to con- 
trol the price; in the other for the al- 
leged unlawful discrimination in price against 
the plaintiff. The law applicable to the is- 
sues of violation of the Federal statutes was 
not in serious dispute. 

“Evidence was admitted over the objection 
of the plaintiff:— 

“(1) That the profit to dealers on Welch's 
grape juice at the listed price prescribed by 
the defendant was the average profit un other 
groceries, 

“(2) That the defendant was not in 
combination with manufacturers of other kinds 
of grape juice to control the price. 

“(3) That by custom of trade the price at 
which the jobber is expected to sell is fixed 
by the manufacturer. 


Question of Combination. 


‘‘All of this evidence was irrelevant and in- 
competent. The issues made by the pleadings 
wee whether there was an unlawful combina- 
tion to control the price of grape juice or 
unlawful discrimination against the plaintiff 
in chaiging him a greater price than other 
jobbers. If there was such a combination to 
require all dealers to sell at the price fixed 
by the manufacturer upon the penalty of not 
being allowed to sell on an equality with other 
traders, and the plaintiff was the victim of it, 
it was no defense to show that the plaintiff 
was required cto charge only an average profit, 
or that it was the custom of trade for man- 
ufacturers to violate the law. 

“Nor would it avail the defendant against 
the charges made by the plaintiff to show 
that it had not violated the law by making a 
combination with manufacturers of other 
brands of grape juice. We cannot help think- 
ing that all this testimony tended strongly to 
divert the minds of the jury from the real 
issus, 

“The damages recoverable were those which 
arose from the unlawful interruption of the 
plaintiffs business in selling Welch’s grape 
juice. This damage could not, as a matter 
of law, be confined to the loss of profit on 
specific sales which the plaintiff might be able 
to prove. For in such case when a merchant's 
business is broken into it would ordinarily be 
impossible for him to ape and prove all spe- 
cific sales he had lost

Platinum Supply Needed at Once. 

Platinum is needed by chemists in the 
worst way. They must have it for cruci- 
bles and other apparatus, because it does 
not oxidize and is not easily attacked by 
acids or alkalies. It is needed too in in- 
dustry to make sulphuric acid by the 
contact process in which it acts as a 
sort of chemical parson and causes the 
sulphur fumes to combine with oxygen 
from the air. And the electric indus- 
tries need it. Most of it comes from 
Russia and the price has gone way out 
of sight. It is almost impossible to pro- 
cure any. There is hope, however, that 
the strain may be somewhat relieved by 
a new supply from certain of the gold- 
bearing sands of Colorado.

Light Oil From Coal Tar and 


Benzol for Automobiles. 


There is a great deal of talk about the 
uses of light oil from coal tar when the 
war is over, but very little definite in- 
formation has been published about it 
outside of the technical journals. 

Benzol which is nearly 70 per cent. of 
this light. oil will compete with gasoline 
for automobiles, according to popular re- 
ports, and it has been stated that there 
will be plenty of motor fuel available 
at 10 cents a gallon. This 10-cent fuel 
may, indeed, come about, but if it does 
it is more likely to the result of 
newly designed engines that can use 
kerosene, export oil, gag oil and other 
cheap cuts of the petroleum refiners, ac- 
cording to a prominent member of the 
American Chemical Society. Unless busi- 
ness goes all to pot there will still be too 
many uses for benzol and its chemical 
cousins to make it much of a competi- 
tor against gasoline. Benzol develops 
about 20 per cent. more mileage and 12 
to 15 per cent. more power than gasoline, 
according to certain English tests. > 

There are two sources of what is called 
coal tar: city gas works and by-product 
coke ovens. Water gas does not produce 
coal tar and neither do the old-fashioned 
bee-hive coke ovens. These bee-hive de- 
vices waste everything except the coke, 
and there are still by far too many of 
them in operation in the United States 
to satisfy anybody who hates to see good 
things wasted. 

The term coal tar is rather loosely used 
and many seem to think that it is the 
black pitch. This is a mistake. When 
fag amd coke are made, whatever does 
not remain behind as coke and is neither 
gas nor ammonia, is tar. When the tar 
is refined it is divided into five parts:— 
Light oil, middle oil, hea oil, refined 
tar and pitch. This is only the initial 
process; the refining goes on and on, 
and some of the constituent bodies are 
colorless fluids, some are white crystals 
and some soon oxidize. The black color 
of the pitch is due to minute particles 
of coal. 

In a late number of Metallurgical and 
Chemical Engineering, F. W. Sperr, Jr., 
of Pittsburgh, contributes an exhaustive 
paper on ‘“‘The Recovery of Benzol from 
Coal Gas,” in which he says that in 1913 
there were 16 plants in the United States 
making light oil from coke oven gas. Now 
there are about 40 benzol recovery plants 
in operation. War orders for munitions 
drove the price of benzol up to $2.50 a 
gallon, and toluol, one of benzol’s chem- 
ical cousins to which we are referred and 
which constitutes about 14 per cent. of 
the light oil, has brought as high as $7 
a gallon. Prices January 1 this year were 
55 cents and $1.25 per gallon, respectively. 
Taking the benzol output of all the 
plants in operation and all of those under 
construction at their full capacity the 





‘annual output of benzol in the United 


States will be about 50,000,000 gallons. This

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would be one-quarter of the amount of 
gasoline amd naphtha exported in 1915. 
It would furnish, say, 25 gallons each 
for the 2,000,000 automobiles in operation 
in the country, provided it were all used 
for this purpose. 

There are other uses for benzol, toluol 
and the other bodies obtained from the 
Same source. There are explosives and 
dyestuffs in reat number. Of the 
former, T, N. T, will keep any length of 
time and has become a necessity both of 
war and of industry. Another very pow- 
erful explosive is made from amiline and 
the starting point for this is benzol. The 
peaceful uses of explosives are increas- 
ing rapidly. Dyestuffs and paints al- 
most without number Start also at this 
point. The red paint on fire engines and 
On Many barn doors was once benzol, 
then nitrobenzol, then aniline, then para- 
nitraniline and finally para red. Some 
carbolic acid is found in tar oils, but not 
enough. Great quantities are needed for 
so-called condensation products such as 
bakelite, condensite, etc., for electrical 
machinery, switchboards, insulation and 
many other uses, even down to pipe 
stems. In Order to produce enough car- 
bolic acid for the needs of the day, the 
chemist starts with benzol once more 
and makes as much as is required. In 
addition, benzol goes into the manufac- 
ture of varnish staing and lacquers, is 
used as a cleanser, in the extraction of 
grease and fats, as a solvent for rubber 
and in making artificial leather. Another 
Sreat use, which is wasteful, is for en- 
riching city gas, ta give it greater candle 
power. As soon ag cities establish heat 
units instead of candle power for their 
gas standards and proper mantles in- 
stead of the wasteful fish-tail lights are 
used, gas will not require this quality 
and it will become much cheaper for 
power &s well as for cooking and lighting. 

The conclusion seems fair that after the 
war there will be some benzol available 
for automobiles, that it will sell for a 
higher price than gasoline brings, but 
that with the probable increase in the 
number of motor vehicles in industrial 
and agricultural use, benzol is unlikely 
to be an important factor in reducing the 
cost of rumning an automobile.

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“Useful Minerals of the United 
States” Revised and Amplified. 


A mew edition of the popular work en- 
titled ‘“‘Useful minerals of the United 
States” is being published by the United 
States Geological Survey, Department of 
the Interior, as Bulletin 624. It is a re- 
vised, enlarged, and up-to-date edition of 
a bulletin issued about two years ago. 

Bulletin 624 notes the enormous in- 
crease in development, production, and 
value of the useful minerals of the coun- 
try during the last 26 years and many 
of the changes and discoveries that have 
taken place in the mineral industry. It 
aims also to supply the rapidly growing 
demand for information regarding our 
mineral resources and the spec de- 
mand occasioned by the Puropean war. 

The present bulletin, like the earlier 
work, gives concisely, by Statesand coun- 
ties, the location of the principal deposits 
of useful minerals and includes a glos- 
sary showing the composition amd char- 
acter of each mineral and the location 
of its principal deposits. It gives also 
the principal uses of each mineral, which 
were not stated in the first edition.

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Petroleum Market Reviews 














Saturday Noon, March 10, 1917. 


Reports from the fields indicate that 
renewed activity is beginning to show 
its effect in increased completions and 
bétter production, although in the mid- 
continent and Eastern fields the results 
have not been what may have been 
looked for. Production is slowly in- 
creasing in California, owing to the com- 
pletion of wells started last year, and 
while in the Kansas-Oklahoma fields 
the week does not indicate greatly in- 
creased production at once, there are a 
number of good completions, and pros- 
pects of still better returns in the near 
future. 

A glance at our news columns will 
snow one sign of the position the oil 
industry holds in the opinion of in- 
vestors, since there have becn a num- 
ber of extremely important incorpora- 
tions and consolidations, and many new 
companies—some with very large capi- 
talization—to promote field work as soon 
as weather conditions become favorable 
for such efforts. , : 

Despite the increased production in, 
California the condition of affairs there 
is well indicated by the fact that Cali- 
fornia companies are still purchasing oil 
from Mexican sources to fill existing 
contracts. The Royal Dutch Shell Com- 
pany is planning still more important 
developments, and the other companies 
in the California fields are continuing 
their policies of expansion which have 
marked the industry there during the

cases 12.50 for refined white oil and 1c. 
a gallon more for water white oil. 
The increased demand is taken to mir- 
ror a large domestic demand, but as a 
refutation of the theory that refined 
oil has been dumped on the local or 
domestic markets. The seven months’ 
export reports, which appear in full 
elsewhere, and which are analyzed edl- 
torially, indicate that the slump 


.of every description. 


abroad in the demand for illuminating 
oil, kerosene, is at an end temporarily 
at least, for the totals have once more 
climbed back to more than they were 
in the first war year, 1914. 

The export of such oil has been giv- 
en & good uplift py the renewed sail- 
ings of the big company tankers, 
many of which were temporarily with- 
drawn at the time of the cessation of 
diplomatic relations with Germany. 
The tone of the market for all refined 
products is very firm, and both domes- 
tic and export conditions are reported 
to be satisfactory. 

The demand for additional steamers 
for the oil traffic is well indicated by 
hurried completion of many of these 
craft—a summary of pbuilding condi- 
tions appeared in the Reporter several 
weeks ago—the new additions to the 
lists of active carriers being Eagle 
(Standard Oil), launched at San Fran- 
cisco (10,000 tons); .the Benjamin 
Brewster, ‘launched at Wilmington, 
Delaware (8,200 tons), and the James 
McGee, launched at Sparrow Point, 
Md. (14,000 tons). The two latter are 
owned by the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey. 

Fuel oil and gas are in firm demand. 
They are selling readily in the Pitts- 
burgh district at 10 cents a gallon for 
spot delivery, with occasional sales as 
high as 12 centg a gallon, with the gen- 
eral market ranging from 8% to 9 cents, 
subject to car supply. 

With the exception of isolated ad- 
vances in gasoline, the tank wagon and 
refinery prices for this commodity are 
holding comparatively steady, partic- 
ularly for the higher gravities, and as a 
rule are more than many of the dis- 
tributors can pay without loss, 

The Texas Company hag advanced 
the price of gasoline 1 cent in Maine, 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, Connecticut, Rhode Island, New 
Jersey, Delaware, Pennsylvania, Mary- 
land, District of Columbia, Virginia, 
West Virginia and North Carolina. 

The prices for kerosenes are ruling 
strong. This is largely on account of 
the great demand for fuel oil, which is 
taking care of the supply of distillates 
Stocks are hold- 
ing about steady. 

There is heavy demand for neutral 
oils of all grades, with a slight reces- 
sion for last month’s high in some of 
the viscous neutrals. Fuel oi] demand 
here also has made all grades of cheap 
neutrals exceedingly scarce, and now 
the seasonal demand for road oil will 
have a similar effect, according to those 
— informed as to market peculiar- 

es, 

The demand for refined wax con- 
tinues exceedingly strong, but it has 
not been quite so insistent of late, 
Owing to the scarcity of carriers for 
foreign export service. 

Illuminating oil shipments for the 
week totaled 8,339,990 gallons, as com- 
pared with 6,328,365 gallons for the 
week previous, and the total ship- 
ments since the first of the year are 
62,726,295 gallons, The total for the

Eastern Petroleum Review. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., March 9, 1917. 

A review of the high-grade petroleum fields 
éast of the Mississippi River, comprising 
Southern New York, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Southeastern, Central and Northwestern 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee, for the week shows the most inactive 
week’s work fon many months, This can be 
accounted for in thé weather conditions and 
the bad condition of the roads. There is not 
an oil man in the country but is anxious to 
get the drill started and secure as much new 
production as he can, Another handicap to ac- 
tive development work is a meager supply 
of casing and pipe of all kinds. The demand 
for pipe has been very heavy for several 
months and prices have advanced to more than 
double what pipe could be obtained for a 
yeur ago. Pipe mills refuse to book orders 
for delivery befure August 1, and second-hand 
pipe is almost as scarce as new pipe. Large 
quantities of second-hand casing and tubing 
have been furnished by the wells pulled out in 
the Northwestern Ohio, Indiana and Illinois 
fields during the last few yeafs, but with the 
higher prices for crude petroleum fewer of 
these wells are being abandoned and less pipe 
is coming from thig source. In fact, most of 
the pe taken from the wells of the three 
States mentioned now is being used by the 
owners for drilling mew wells, and very little 
is for sale. As a result of these conditions 
many wells in all the producing fields are 
waiting completion until orders for pipe can 
be filled. Others are unable to start new wells 
because of the lack of casing. This will 
lessen the number of completions for several 
months, or until the mills are again able to 
meet the demand. 

Well owners in all the old producing dis- 
tricts are taking special care to make the 
wells produce as much as possible, and in con- 
sidering the production it is taken in the ag- 
gregate, as under present conditions, with lo 
new pools in sight, it is anticipated that the 
old fields will. be called upon to furnish the 
bulk of the production, Several sections of 





the high-grade fields have furnished new 
showings during the past morth or so. Every 
indication in the market points to higher 


prices, and it is this theory that is causing 
the operators to use every effort to find new 
production, even though the prospects are slim 
for finding anything better than sinal] strip- 
pers. 

The demand for the high-grade crude, how- 
ever, ‘s on the increase daily, and it is almost 
a certainty that the market will be unusually 
pra before the summer season is far 
advanced, 


February’s Work. 


During February there was a remarkable in- 
crease in all branches of the petroleum indus- 
try over the country and the results were far 
above expectations, but now that conditions 
are against real active work, due to weather, 
searcity of material and also a shortage of 
water, work is liable to lag to some extent. 
During the month the wells finished were dis-

The two main fields 
are located in Estill.and Allen counties, and 
some nice prodnetion is being found in Mc- 
Creary, Bath, Whitley, Morgan, Wolfe, Wayne, 
Knox, Powell, Ohio, Warren and ‘Barren coun- 
ties. Wells producing from 106 up to 500 bar-, 
rels are often found in the Estill county field 
at depths of less than 100 feet from the sur- 
face and cost less than $200 to drill, the oil 
bringing $2.18 per barrel at the wells. Tv the 
south in Tennessee good producirg wells are 
being found in Scott county and several wild- 
eat wells are now Grilling in the vicinity of 
the good well drilled by the Russells a month 
or so ago, near Glenmary.

Houston, Texas, March 3, 1917. 


There were but twelve completions in the 
coastal fields during the past week. of 
these three were dry and two were gas wells, 
Of the seven producing wells five were flow- 
ing wells.

Drilling operations are hamper 
somewhat owing to the scarcity of pipe, 
especially the heavier grades.

Texas Panhandle. 


Fort Worth, Texas, March 6, 1917. 


The real drawback to development work 
in the Texas Panhandle petroleum fields is 
the scarcity of water for drilling purposes.

Mid-Continent. 
Tulsa, Okla., March 7, 1917. 
Interest in the mid-continent field was 
again centered this week in Kansas with 


the striking of a wildcat test five miles .to 
the Southeast of the El Dorado pool, in 
Butler county. This was practically the 
only important strike of the week, although 
some good wellg were developed inside of 
the proven area. 

Kansas holds out many inducements, and 
the producers who became uneasy after the 
two Butler county pools started to slack up, 
have men back in the State looking for new 
inducements. The geologist has been a com- 
mon figure in all sections of the State for 
many months, and some good structures are 
being outlined and new work is being started 
in testing out the possibilities of producing 
oil. The counties in proximity to Butler are 
getting a thorough testing. Already Cowley 
and Greenwood counties have shown. some 
small wells, large enough to encourage the 
operator. ‘ e 

Four tmportant extensions have been found 
to the Dorado pool, in Butler county, 
Kan., during the past four weeks. It is just 
a new pool and it will have its setbacks 
from time to time, but it is too early to 
condemn it. The same can be said of the 
Augusta pool, to the southwest. 


Many Good Wells in Oklahoma, 


Oklahoma is passing through its most 
active period, and many good wells are be- 
ing struck. The Noble county district in the 
Billings vicinity has been the leading at- 
traction for weeks, and while the well has 
not proven as large as many expected, it 
opens up a wide area that may produce a 
large amount of oil. Then there is the Gar- 
ber locality, in Garfield county, to the west, 
which holds out inducements of being a 
small pool in the shallow sand, with still a 
chance to show something in the deeper 
formations. The. prolific little area between 
Bixby and Leonard, in Tulsa county, has 
been showing some nice wells, and then 
there is another- well north of Tulsa that 
opens up some new prospective acreage near 
Sand Springs. There was also a new strike 
in the Osage, and this all goes to help mat- 
ters along. . 

Shortage of water continues to be felt, and 
this is holding back a large number of 
strings, especially around Okmulgee, in the 
Healdton pool, and Kansas, Leasing con- 
tinues to be brisk in all portiong of the 
State, and some fancy prices are being paid. 

The Blackwell pool, in northern Kay 
county, is about to show something more, as 
is the Garber pool, in Garfield county. 
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At Healdton, in southern Carter county, the 


southeast extension is attracting attention, 
although completions are somewhat slow of 
late. The southern county has proved far 
from satisfactory, yet large prices have been 
paid for acreage, especially in the Fox de- 
velopment, in Stephens county, where as 
high as $300 per acre was paid. In the 
counties surrounding Carter many wildcat 
tests are under way and starting. 


In Arkansas. 


Arkansas has developed practically noth- 
ing the past few months, and while several 
fair gassers are being developed in Crawford 
county, t is nothing to warrant very 
much interest in that State. When the first 
gas well was struck there was’a rush to the 
locality and large blocks of acreage were 
leased and some good prices paid, but at 
the present time those who bought in are 
sitting still and waiting for something to 
develop. 


To Test New Oil Bureau Law. 


Arrangements have been perfected to-test 
the new Jaw in Oklahoma creating the bu- 
reau of oil and gas in the Corporation Com- 
mission, and Ed Boyle, chief mine inspector, 
stated that the proceedings will start within 
the next few days. Mr. Boyle says that he 
igs determined to go through all the courts 
and see if a constitutional office can be in- 
terfered with by legislative act. 

First steps will probably be taken in the 
district court. It is assumed that whichever 
side loses in this court it will go to the 
Supreme Court of the State. 


Gross Production Tax to Supreme 
Court. 


The large oil companies involved in the 
collection of the, gross production tax on 
departmental leases are to take the case to 
the United -States Supreme Court, The 
papers will be certified to the highest court 
within a few days. The State Supreme 
Court, in an opinion by Chief Justice Sharp, 
upheld the 1916 3 per cent. gross production 
tax as applied to leases operated through a 
Federal agency, and held that the State 
could cellect the tax and that such would in no 
wise interfere with the operation’ of the 
leage. 

There are two other cases now before the 
United States Supreme Court with practical- 
ly the same questions involved. The State 
has appealed from decisions of the Federal 
Court for the Western District of Okla- 
homa, from injunctions restraining the State 
auditor from collecting the tax. The cases 
are those of the Indian Territory Illuminat- 
ing Oil Company, and the Gypsy Ol Com- 
pany, both of which operated leases through 
a Federal agency. 

There is approximately $1,000,000 involved 
in the decision of the State court relative 
to the 3 per cent. tax, which has been in 
operation only about a year, 


Big Oil] Company Is Launched. 


Large companies are becoming common in 
the Oklahoma field and during the past week 
another large concern was organized that 
holds choice production, the Atlantic Pe- 
troleum Company, with a capital étock of 
$7,000,000. The whole capital is common 
stock, with a par value of $5. No bonds will 
‘be issued, and one-half of the common stock 
has already been issued. 

The company starts off with a production 
of close to 6,000 barrels daily, with twenty- 
five drilling wells and 75,000 acres of leases

. J. McPherson, W. . McCrum and asso- 
eciates of Kansas City, Mo., has just taken 
over several producing properties in the shal- 
low sand districts of Nowata county, with 
1,450 acres of leases, 175 producing wells and 
an approximate daily output of barrels.

Gasoline Bill Passed. 

A bill before the House at Topeka, Kan., 
known as the ‘Oil Inspection Biil,’’ fixing a 
standard test for gasoline sold in the State, 
was passed during the past week. The House 
made the test even higher than the original 
Senate bill, and it is believed that the Sen- 
ate will agree to the new standard.

Another Wildeat Near El Dorado. 


‘An important wildcat well has been struck 
in advance of the El Dorado pool, in Butler 
county, Kansas, that gives that district an- 
Other locality that will bear watching. It is 
the fourth wildcat strike near the pool during 
the past four weeks. The pool started on @ 
downward path, but it has come back with a 
rush and it now looks better than it ever did. 

Latest of all and the most important since 
the Potwin strike is the well of the Haverhill 
Petroleum Company on the Smock farm_in 
the northeast quarter of section 2-27-5. This 
well ig five and one-half miles to the south- 
east of the EH] Dorado pool and in virgin ter- 
ritory. 

The top of the sand was struck at 2,591 feet, 
and after only two feet of sand was uncovered 
there was a fairly good showing of oil, and 
the test was shut down temporarily until tank. 
age could be provided. 

On Sunday the well made a small flow and 
put 25 barrels in the bottom of a 500-barrel 
tank, of which two have been built. The 
nearest production to the new well is in sec- 
tion 7-26-5, where the Carter Oil Company 
got a good well ten days ago, which proved 
an extension to the southwest of the El rado 
pool. Several months ago the producers slated 
that there might be a connection between 
the El Dorado pool and that at Augusta, and 
this is becoming more likely each day, and 
while the connection may be in a round about 
way many are now looking for it. 

With the late strike southeast of El Dorado 
there are several localities that are now at- 
tractive. There. is a chance for the develop- 
ment of a shallow sand in section 8-255, two 
miles north of the main pool. Then to the 
northeast of the development a well was com- 
pleted that showed a small extension, then 
two miles south of the western edge of the 
pool another wildcat is showing good, and this, 
with the development near Towanda, makes 
Butler county look very promising at the 
present time, 


Well at Towanda. 

Just how good a well has been developed 
in Towanda township, in Butler county, Kan- 
sas, by Hale & Knox on the Ralston tract in 
the northeast corner of the southeast quarter 
of section 10-26-4, remains to be seen, but it 
will make a fairly good well from all indica- 
tions. It has been swabbing at the rate of 
50 barrels daily and will be in shape to put 
on the beam shortly. The Carter Oil Com- 
pany, which paid $55,000 for acres nearly 
a year ago surrounding this test, have made 
three locations and rigs are under way. T'wo 
new locations have also been made on the 
Ralston farm. One is to the south and the 
other to the west. 


Looks Like a Failure at Potwin.

This well struck the 
sand several weeks ago and some oil was 
sprayed, but the report was given out that 
water had developed and that the oil showing 
was very light. m the sand was first 
struck it was reported that a well of gusher 
proportions had been struck, and when 
Charlies Page ordered the well plugged many 
thought that he wag putting one over until 
it was reported that deeper drilling had 
brought forth water and the test was prac- 
tically forgotten, 

A few who were somewhat suspicious ex- 
amined the log that was filed at the Indian 
Agency, and then decided that the government 
should take a hand and the pluggers were 
notified that a deeper test was to be made. 
This was done and a fairly good showing of 
oll was developed and the water did not in- 
crease.

The late wells and the 
largest so far struck belongs to Champlain 
et al. in a third attempt in section 24-22-4 
west. This is good for 300 barrels daily in 
the 1,100-foot sand. In No. 2 Hoy, section 
25-22-4 west, the Sinclair Of1 and Gas Com- 
pany has a showing for a 350-barrel well in 
the shallow sand. 

With the completion of these two wells there 
are now nine producing wells in the 
pool and two more are due to reach the pay 
On the Hosston tract the Empire Gas 
and Fuel Company struck an 8,000, cubic 
foot gas flow in the northwest of section 25- 
22-4 west, from to 810 feet, which was 
mudded in and it is due to get the oil pay at 
this writing. 


El Dorado and Augusta. 


Work in these two sections of Butler county, 
Kansas, is progressing. In the former the 
recent completions have stimulated cperutions, 
while at Augusta the producing map has not 
been changed for many months, although the 
producers have making a determined 
effort to find an outlet, but without avail. 


The production from the two pools is holding 
up fairly well, with El Dorado showing 4 
small increase, while at Augusta there is 
little change, The former during the week 
was credited with 18,430 barrels and Augusta 
has 33,28) barrels, a total of 51,710 barrels 
dally. 

At Augusta the Empire Gas and Fuel Com- 
pany finished No. 3 King, section 2-28-4, and 
it is showing for a 150-barrel well. The top 
of the sand was struck at 2,555 feet. No. 4 
Miller, section 10-28-4, is a 75-barrel well, and 
in section 11-284 the No. 6 Wallace of the 
same company is a century producer, No. 10 
Varner, section 16-28-4, is rated good for 250 
barrels, In section 17-28-4 No. 5 Haskins is 
of the same kind.

The official esimates on the Indian 
sesame crops for 1916-1917 is based upon 
reports received from provinces which 
contain, on an average, 78 per cent. of 
the total area under sesame in British 
India. The present estimates are final 
for all the provinces and native States, 
except Madras and Hyderabad. A sup- 
plementary memorandum will be issued 
in: April, containing the final estimates 
for Madras and Hyderabad. 

The total area reported amounts to 
4,971,000 acres, which is 4 per cent. less 
than the revised area at this time last 
year. ‘ 

The total yield is estimated at 456,000 
tons (excluding Hyderabad, for which no 
esimate of outturn is made at this time). 
This is 5 r cent. below the revised 
estimate at this time last year. The de-

California. 
Los Angeles, Cal., March 4, 1917. 


Reports from the various California fields 
show no let up in activity during the past 
week. Production is slowly increasing, owing 
to the completions of wells started last year, 
and judging from the number of new wells 
being stated at present the future produc- 
tion is bound to increase. Market conditions 
continue most favorable, with no apparent 
decrease in the demand. Prices are due to 
be advanced in the near future. 

The shortage of California oil is brought 
conspicuously to attention by the purchase 
of 4,000,000 barrels of Pan-American oil from 
Mexico by the Union Oil Company of Cali- 
fornia for delivery in Chile, where the 
Union Agency has contracts at a high figure, 
compared with other sales on which deliv- 
eries are being made. This oil will be sub- 
stiuted for the local product, the later be- 
ing reserved for local uses and going into a 
market not requiring heavy freight charges, 
The Union's fleet will transport e oil from 
Mexico to Chile through the Panama Canal, 
and the boats assigned to the traffic will be 
engaged for better than a year. 


The necessity of California oil companies 
purchasing Mexican oil to fill their contracts 
gives an idea of existing conditions of the 
California oil market. cal demand can 
utilize at present much of the oil produced, 
while existing contracts for exportation takes 
care of the rest. Much difficulty is encoun- 
tered in obtaining oil to fill new contracts. 

The Union Oil Company will continue its 
expansion policy as shown by the fact that 
at its annual meeting of stockholders for the 
purpose of electing directors, which was held 
last week at Oleum, the present Board of 
Directors was re-elected. This indicates that 
the stockholders as a whole are satisfied, with 
the former regime, whose policy was one of 
expansion. Much interest was shown pre- 
vious to the meeting by the attempt of John 
Garrigues to gain control of the Union from 
the Stewarts. The opposing factor was able 
to appoint only one director, however. 

The. Royal Dutch-Shell Company of Cali- 
fornia is anticipating an enlarged opening 
for business and an extension of its markets, 
as shown by an extensive development cam- 
paign just started by that company. The 
company has four new tank steamers of its 
own recently completed on the Atlantic 
coast, but they have been chartered for 
Buropean service by one of the subsidiaries 
of the Royal Dutch-Shell combine, and have 
not yet come to California. The company 
has ordered material to start twenty new 
wells in the light oil territory on the east 
side of Coalinga. It is also pushing work on 
wildcat wells near Ventura. 

The new year promises to’ show a continu- 
ation of the expansion policies adopted by 
the large companies during 1916. All eyes 
are considering the future of the California 
oil industry, which results in the reaching 
out after new territory. 


Government Reaching Out. 


Suits to the number of seventeen were filed 
by the government last week on property 
operated by the Honolulu Oil Company and 
others in the Kern county fields. The aggre- 


naval reserve set apart by executive order 
of 1912, and alleged to be worth $20,000,000.

Receiver Gives Accounting.

N. Y. Produce Exchange Decides for 
American Trading Company 
in Rape Seed Oil Case. 


In the case of the Pearse Company 
versus The American Trading Company, 
heard before the General Arbitration 
Committee of the New York Produce Ex- 
change and earnestly contested by both 
sides, the American Trading Company 
was victorious over the Pearse Company, 
the Arbitration Comimttee holding that 
the rape seed oil at issue was of fair 
average quality Japanese product. 

There were three hearings before the 
committee on this oil and both compa- 
nies were represented by counsel. The 
New York Produce Exchange contended 
that the oll was impure in as much as 
it contained a percentage of arachidic 
acid, which they stated indicated an 
adulteration of peanut oil of 15 per cent., 
and, at a later nearing they contested 
that it contained a mixture of peanut 
and cottonseed oil. Chas. V. Bacon acted 
us the expert for the American Trading 
Company and contended that the oil was 
pure rape seed oil. One of his main con- 
tentions was that the presence of arach- 
idic acid in the oil did not signify adul- 
teration, 

Mr. Bacon did some work on domestic 
oil Or rape seed oil manufactured in this 
country from Chinese seed and found 
the percentage of arachidic acid 0.90 per 
cent. and 0.61 per cent. Samples of im- 
ported showed 0.67 per cent. and 0.82 per 
cent, while the sample in question was 
found to be 0.89 per cent., which Mr. 
Bacon contended throughout was per- 
fectly normal. 

Dr. J. C. Olsen, professor of chemistry 
at Cooper Union, New York, was at the 
second hearing mutually appointed by 
the chemists in the case ag a third ex- 

pert. His conclusions. turned in to the 
arbitration Committee in a sealed enve- 
lope and read at the second hearing sub- 
Stantially confirmed that of Mr. Bacon.

Stringent Restrictions of Glycerine 
by British Government, 


The british Ministry of Munitions has 
announced that, owing to the additional 
demands for glycerine for war purposes, 


it has become necessary to place further 


restrictions on the issue of medicinal glyc- 
erine, and that supplies in future will 
be reserved for the manufacture of 
preparations of the British Pharma- 


copceeia, and for such uses of special im- 


portance as may be sanctioned by the 
Ministry of Munitions. These supplies 
will, however, be Small, and must be 
used with the utmost economy. Appli- 


cations for permits must give the fol- 
lowing particulars:—() Quantity applied 
for, (2) stock of glycerine held, (3) pur- 
pose for which supply is required (in 
case of extra-British pharmacopeia 
preparations the formulae should be 
given), (4) applicant’s average yearly 
consumption of glycerine for above pur- 
poses, (5) name and address of proposed 
suppliers. The medical profession have 
been informed of the need for economy 
in prescribing glycerine, and it ig antici- 
pated that requirements for dispensing 
will be greatly reduced. The stocks of 
glycerine in the hands of pharmacists 
should be sufficient to meet these reduced 
requirements, and therefore no glycerine

Saturday Noon, March 10, 1917. 


The conditions governing the market 
for drugs underwent little or no change 
during the last week. Traders followed 
the international ‘political developments 
closely, and, with no improvement in the 
freight situation, affecting both domestic 
railroad and foreign ‘steamship trans- 
portation, prices were highly irregular 
and many important changes were 
noted. The growing scarcity of the 
various commodities, which have been 
moving from Holland previous to the 
new German blockade orders, was a 
factor. 

A sharp advance in quotations for all 
descriptions of alcohol, reported late in 
the week, was one of the features. This 
general uplift was brought about by the 
decided advance in th cost of row mate- 
rials. The unabated demands for alco- 
hol from foreign and domestic consum- 
ers also contributed to the strength in 
this important commodity. Following 
the advance in alcohol much firmer 
prices obtained for chloroform, formal- 
dehyde, etc. 

In opium the market was strong, but 
nominal spot quotations showed no 
changes. Owing to the acute scarcity in 
the present domestic supply of the gum 
holders were only willing to let go of 
small parcels. There was an active in- 
quiry for morphine and codeine, prin- 
cipally for export, and it was reported 
that buyers were willing to pay a fair 
premium over manufacturers’ quota- 
tions for “outside” lots. There was a 
fair demand for quinine, and, with the 
Dutch shipping situation still in a dis- 
rupted state, American salts makers of- 
fered supplies sparingly. Cocaine was 
searce on the spot, and prices were more 
or less nominal. 2 . 

Quicksilver again was lowered in the 
absence of any important buying. The 
mercurials, however, closed the week 
unchanged. Nitrate of silver was easier, 
in sympathy with the recent weakness 
in the metal. Bismuth preparations held 
on a steady basis. 

There was a steady demand for 
glycerine and toward the close higher 
prices obtained for the dynamite, soap- 
lye and saponification. The upward 
tendency of raw materials had a bull- 
ish influence. Castor oil for spot de- 
livery was scarce and firmly main- 
tained at the recently advanced basis. 
Contract prices for white castile coap 
were revised upward. Cocoa butter 
was easier on freer offerings. A sharp 
advance was noted for coumarin. 
Newfoundland codliver oil was firmer 
on reports of poor fishing in Norway 
and the uncertainty regarding the 
availability of the European product. 

Cyanides were generally lower on 
increased spot offerings, following the 
arival of several round lots from Jap- 
an. Epsom salt continued to advance, 
spot offerings being scanty. Strych- 
nine was strong in view of the steadily 
rising market for nux vomica. Caffeine 
was in light supply and generally 
firmer. Sugar of milk was less active 
and a shade easier. Menthol was 
somewhat easier for forward delivery, 
according to private cables from Jap- 
an. Essential oils met with a season- 
able call, but few price changes were 
reported in this division. An advance 
in ‘Mexican’ sarsaparilla, hellebore, 
henbane leaves, licorice root and pop- 
py seed featured the botanicals. 

Coal tar products were generally 
steady. Offerings of toluol and benzol 
were light and in several instances 
prices were advanced. Paratoluidine, 
dinitrophenol and benzidine base were 
firmer. Phenol was still easy under 
keen competition between Eastern and 
fWestern producers. Naphthaline was 
in demand and strong. 

Demand for waxes was fairly active 
and a strong undertone was in evi- 
dence for bayberry, beeswax, cande- 
lilla, carnauba and paraffine. 

Shellac prices touched the highest 
point in years, T. N. closing the 
week at 52c. per pound. The latest up- 
lift was in sympathy with the sharp 
rise in the Calcutta market. Ship- 
ments are coming forward slowly.

OPIUM. 


With virtually no opium available 
from abroad the limited spot stocks 
were strongly held and prices through- 
out the week were largely nominal. 
Importers offered small parcels only. 
Most of the stocks of opium are in the 
hands of manufacturers who are hold- 
ing the gum for their own use. The 
nominal quotation for Turkey drug- 
gists’ quality opium was $20 per 
(pound, in cases. In some instances $25 
was asked. Powdered and granular 
opium held at $22 per pound, nominal. 

MORPHINE. | 


An active export inquiry was re- 
ported for morphine, but due to the 
scarcity of this material few of these 
orders were placed. It was reported 
that exporters were willing to pay a 
fair premium over the prevailing nom- 
inal trading basis in order to fill their 
wants. The demand was chiefly from 
Japan for Russian accounts. Manu- 
facturers offered supplies in a very 
limited way only on the nominal basis 
of $9.80 per ounce for the muriate and 
sulphate, in lots of 25 ounces, one de- 
livery. 

CODEINE. 


There was a good demand for co- 
deine for export. The market was 
more or less nominal, in view of the 
growing scarcity in the supply of 
opium. The undertone was strong in 
all quarters, with manufacturers offer- 
ing small lots only. The sulphate, in 
bulk, was quoted at $11 per ounce, for 
10 ounces or more. 


QUININE, 


The market for quinine was moder- 
ately active. It was reported that 
most of the parcels offered by ‘“out- 
side” int@rests were disposed of 
around 70c. per ounce. Manufacturers 
reported the market for the sulphate 
as unchanged at 75c. per ounce, in 100- 
ounce tins. Owing to the interruption 
in Dutch shipping the undertone here 
was strong so far as manufacturers 
were concerned, and in instances they 
were supplying moderate quantities 
only, awaiting further developments. 
The English market, for this same 
reason, has been in a firm position. 
The nominal quotation in the ‘“out- 
side” market at the close was 72@T5c. 
per ounce.

ACID H.—Practically no Acid H was 
available for spot delivery, and quota- 
tions were entirely nominal around 
$2.75 per pound, showing a shan ad- 
vance over the former basis. There 
are very few producers of this inter- 
mediate, and apparently their output 
is sold up. Numerous inquiries were 
noted for Acid H, both from foreign 
and domestic sources. 
ALPHA-NAPHTHYLAMINE.—There 
was a good demand for alpha-naph- 
thylamine, and the market ruled steady 
at $1.25 per pound for spot and near- 
by deliveries. On distant deliveries 
this quotation might have been shaded. 

BENZOL.—A good demand was re- 
ported for pure benzol from domestica 
consumers, and with the output of 
some of the largest producers well sold 
up, the market ruled firm so far as 
spot and nearby shipments were con- 
cerned.

TOLUOL.—Spot offerings of toluol 
were scanty and prices were advanced 
in several instances. Sales were re- 
ported at $1.75 per gallon, bulk basis, 
prompt shipment. Spot toluol was 
quoted from $1.80 to $2 per pound, ac- 
cording to quantity and sellers. There 
was a good demand from foreign and 
domestic sources. In view of the re- 
cent developments in the foreign polit- 
ical situation producers are not in- 
clined to offer their surplus stocks at 
prevailing quotations, believing that 
active buying by explosive makers 
may soon ‘take place, which would 
bring out higher prices.

ACETPHENETIDIN.—Th spot supply 
appears to be limited and prices held on 
a steady basis, closing unchanged at 
$24@25 per pound. 

ALCOHOL.—A general advance in al- 
cohol prices was announced by distillers 
last week. Grain alcohol was advanced 
6c. per gallon, and both denatured and 
refined wood were marked up 5c. per 
gailon. The uplift was in sympathy with 
the reecnt sharp advance in raw mate- 
rials, and the abnormally heavy demand 
from foreign and domestic sources. Ex- 
ports of alcohol are the largest on rec- 
ord. Domestic color makers were liberal 
buyers of methyl alcohol.

CODLIVER OIL, — Cables from 
3ergen received last week indicate that 
the production of codliver oil in Nor- 
way igs still subnormal. Advices re- 
ceived here on March 7 reported the 
catch so far this season at 3,000,000 
fish, giving a yield of approximately 
5,500 barrels of oil, which compares 
with 12,200,000 fish and 14,306 barrels of 
oil for the coresponding date a year 
ago. Fishing operations are hampered 
by the weather conditions. Now oil 
is nominally quoted at $115 to $120 
per barrel, with no guaranty on 
delivery, owing to the peculiar ship- 
ping situation. London reported a 
quiet but firm market, limited quan- 
tities of old oil offering at $85 per bar- 
rel. The New York market for Nor- 
wegian oil was moderately active, and 
prices held steady at $120@125 per bar- 
rel, spot delivery. Good interest was 
Shown in the Newfoundland product, 
and in several quarters prices were 
firmer. Sales of Newfoundland cod- 
liver oil were reported at $68 per bar- 
rel, nearby delivery. Spot quotations 
held at $70@75 per barrel, according to 
quantity and seller. The importation 
of 570 barrels of codliver oil from St, 
Johns on the steamer Florizel was re- 
ported last ‘week. 

CASTOR OIL.—There is a scarcity 
in the spot supply of castor oil and 
prices ruled firm at the recently ad- 
vanced basis of 20c. per pound for the 
No. 1 grade, in barrels. No. 3, or tech- 
nical oil, in barrels was quoted at 
19%c. per pound. The arrival of 140 
barrels of castor oil from Brazil was 
noted during the week. The demand 
for castor oil, especially the technical 
grades, has been very active. Large 
quantities are now being consumed by 
the artificial leather trade. With the 
available supply of castor seeds lim- 
ited and prices abnormally high; the 
outlook for the immediate future is 
anything but favorable for consumers. 

COCAINE. — Manufacturers offered 
supplies in a comparatively limited 
way only, and prices therefore were 
largely nominal where immediate de- 
liveries were demanded. Manufactur- 
ers quote cocaine hydrochloride at 
$5.50@5.75 per ounce. 

COCOA BUTTER.—The demand for 
cocoa butter has been less active and 
an easier undertone was in evidence in 
some quarters. Cocoa butter in bulk 
was quoted at 3244@33\%c. per pound, 
according to quantity. Wrapped fin- 
gers closed at 40@4lc.. per pound, 
which compares with 42@48c. a week 
ago. 

CORN SYRUP.—In sympathy with 
the higher cost of corn, producers of 
corn syrup raised their ideas to the 
extent of'10c. per 100 pounds, estab- 
lishing the market at $3.44 per 100 
pounds for the 42-degrees. mixing. 
Corn sugar also was advanced 10c., 
making the inside price $3.44 per 100 
pounds, * 

CREAM OF TARTAR.—Manufac- 
turers maintained prices on the basis 
of 45c. per pound for the powdered, U. 
S. P. The market was firm, with sec- 
ond hands asking a moderate premium 
for their holdings. 

CYANIDE MIX‘TURE.—There were 
freer offerings of cyanide chloride mix- 
ture and prices weakened. Sales were 
noted at prices ranging from 6$1.75@ 
1.85 per pound, a decline of 10c. from 
the previous inside basis. It was ru- 
mored that a few stray lots were trad- 
ed in at even lower prices. The mar- 
ket was very irregular toward the 
close, 

EPSOM SALT.—Spot offerings of ep- 
som salt were even smaller last week, 
and prices again were raised by lead- 
ing handlers. Late in the week sales 
of car lots were reported .on the basis 
of $3.25 and $3.50 per 100 pounds for 
U. S. P. goods, an advance of 25c. com- 
pared with the inside price of a week 
ago.

Chicago Glycerine Market. 
Chicago, March 8, 1917. 

The Chicago glycerine market has been 
extremely quiet, with practically no trading 
in the last week. Owing to the strength in 
the prices of all fats there has been no dis- 
position on the part of sellers of crude and 
refined glycerine to advance the asking 
prices for the same. Dynamite glycerine is 
quoted at 5ic., drums included, carloads, f. 
o. b. point of shipment; 88 per cent, crude 
is quoted at 45%c. loose, carloads, f. o. b. 
point of shipment, and 80 per cent. crude 
at 41%c. loose, f. o. b. point of shipment.

Mustard Importation Situation Se- 
rious—Importers Appeal to 


Government. 
Washington, March 9, 1917. 


Serious difficulties in securing impor- 
tations of some of the most common 
spices and condiments hag been reported 


to the government. One of the largest 
spice manufacturing concerns in the 
country has’ notified Dr. Carl L. Als- 


berg, chief of the Bureau of Chemistry, 
that is is practically impossible to get 
any mustard. Other importers have 
made similar complaint and the condi- 
tion is regarded as quite serious. 

Unofficially it has been brought to the 
attention of the pure food and drugs au- 
thorities that England has just declared 
an embargo against the exportation of 
mustard. 

Befcre the war the largest supply of 
mustard came from Russia through the 
German town of Koenigsburg. The Rus- 
sian mustard igs of the dark variety, the 
English mustard is from the light bril- 
Nant seed, 

Importers are now getting mustard 
seed from any place that they possibly 
can, using the Japanese, Chinese and In- 
dian crops. Because of unsettled trade 
conditions they are suffering from adul- 
teration and substitution to a great ex- 
tent and in Many cases have been forced 
to take rape seed, turnip seed and others 
of the same family. 


Bogus Imported Drugs Found in In- 
creasing Quantities Because 
of War. 
Washington, March 9, 1917. 

As a result of the very strict watch 
being Kept by Federal officials under au- 
thority of the United States Bureau of 
Chemistry on all importationgs of food 
and drug substances, several large ship- 
ments have been rejected. Shipments in- 
cluded solanum nigrum or black night 
shade, substituted for belladonna; xan- 
thium strumarium, substituted for stra- 
monium leaves, origanum flowers ob- 
tained from origanum vulgare and con- 
taining 6) per cent. of stems, and mar- 
joram leaves which consisted of, leaves 
and flower heads of lippia berlandiari. 
As a result of unsettled trade condi- 
tions due to the European war those in 
charge of the enforcement of the pure 
food and drugs law find many and serious 
efforts being maue to Substitute inferior 
products, adulterants and drugs of the 
same family.

Free Importation of Quinine by 
Peruvian Government. 


In connection with the antimalaria 
campaign, the Peruvian Government will 
import annually such quantity of quinine 
as may considered necessary, and 
this drug will be imported free of all 
customs duties and port charges. Indi- 
viduals and.institutions may purchase 
quinine of the government at cost price 
for their uwn use and for the treatment 
of persons under their charge. All pro- 
prietors of estates, all railways, corpor- 
ations, and other orgamizations employ- 
ing labor are under obligations to furnish 
medical assistance to their employes, 
either directly or through proportionate 
contzibutions to charitable dispensaries, 
and inspectors will be appointed to see 
that this part of the work receives due 
attention. Unemployed persons will re- 
ceive free quinine from the government.

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China to Have Most Stringent 
Opium Laws Ever Enacted 
There. 


A cable from the East states that the 
Chinese Parliament at Peking is consid- 
ering new opium regulations which are 
to be much more stringent than anything 
heretofore enacted in China for the con- 
trol of the production and sale of the 
drug. The proposed law provides capital 
punishment for persons planting poppies 
or opposing the action of officials who at- 
tempted to destroy poppy fields. The 
new measure provides imprisonment for 
long terms for all persons dealing in 
opium and smoking paraphernalia. It 
also stipulated that officials guilty of 
accepting bribes and countenancing vio- 
lation of the opium regulations shall be 
punished more severely than the actual 
offenders. 5 








CHINA OFFERS RICH FIELD FOR TRADE 
IN PROPRIETARY MEDICINE—HAD TO GET IT 


Washington, March 9, 1917. 

No country offers a richer field for the 
proprietary medicine trade than China 
with its 400,000,000 of people, according to 
a report On opportunities in the. prop- 
rietary medicine and ointment trade just 
issued by the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce. This is based on an 
exhaustive survey made by Thomas 
Sammons, consul general at Shanghai. 

Development of the Chinese trade in 
olntments and medicines must be prin- 
cipaily through advertising campaigns, 
the report states. There is a wide field 
for all kinds of proprietary medicine 
preparations, provided they are reason- 
ably efficacious for the ills for which 
they are recommended. In this respect 
the Chinese people are more critical, 
perhaps, than any other nation, They 
are very sensitive about spending money 
withcut adequate return. The goods 
should be put up in attractive packages 
and retailed at a moderate price. 

The Chinese prefer medicines prepared 
in tablet ‘or: pill form, although several 
liquid -medicines. have met with success, 
notably palatable tonics with medicinal 
properties. Such liquid preparations as 
can be put up in tablet form should be 
so manufactured for the Chinese trade. 

In discussing the development of the 
Chinese market for medicinal products 
during the last few years the report 
says:— 

‘Phere are now as Many as six Amertl- 
can and English patent-medicine houses 
and one Japanese house establish in 
China. _These either have headquarters 
in Shanghai, with branch organizations 
extending all over the country, or send 
out traveling representatives who cover 
the field: thoroughly by periodic trips. 

“Old. established houses in the general 
import business have special departments 
under the management of experts for 
handling special lines. Several of these 
firms are particularly well fitted to care 
for the patent-drug trade because of 
their large organizations extending all 
over China, and in some cases pene- 
trating to hitherto almost inaccessible 
points in the interior. 

“The American and English firms may 
be said to have obtained no more than, a 
foothold in China, but the receipts of the 
Japanese concern are estimated to be 
nearly equal to those of all the other for- 
eign firms combined, - 

“Generally speaking, judicious adver- 
tising produces the same effect on the 
Chinese as on the Western mind. 

Excluding foreign newspapers, printed 
in English, there are about 130 newspa- 
pers in China, printed in Chinese and 
published by Chinese concerns, that are 
suitable. for advertisements. 

“A campaign in these 130 papers would 
practically cover the whole country, but 
it is not necessary, and in some cases 
not even advisable, to exploit the whole 
of China at once. 


“Newspaper advertising in China igs 
customarily based on rates for daily in- 
sertions, contracts being made and paid 
for monthly. 

“In the Northern papers, including the 
important Peking dailies, space for daily 
advertisements, 1 inch by 9 inches, can 
be bought at an average price of about 
$1.90 per paper per month. 

“Im the Central China papers, except 
for those in Shanghai, the average rate 
for advertisements of the same size for 
daily appearance would be about $1.65 
per paper per month. 

“The Shanghai dailies, the most impor- 
tant and influertial in China, are fairly 
expensive, the average price for similar 
advertisements in the six leading papers 
being about $3.50. 

“In the Southern papers, including the 
influential Hong Kong and Canton papers 
space can be bought at an average rate 
of $1.85 per paper per month. 

“There are several ways of organizing 
a booklet distribution in China, but 
house-to-house distribution, well orgam- 
ized and well controlled still seems to be 
the best method.: About 5,000,000 book- 
lets are necessary to cover the principal 
centers in China. 

“The actual number of medicine shops 
in China is unknown, but they are to be 
fuund in every town of amy size and 
carry other commodities as well as medi- 
cines, especially prepared foodstuffs. The 
patent-medicine trade is, however, con- 
fined to the activities of about 300 lead- 
ing drug stores, some of which are con- 
ducted very efficiently by foreign-trained 
physicians, and in nearly all cases by 
well-qualified chemists, 

“The drug and patent-medicine trade 
has always been a flourishing one in 
China, especially for the retailer. The 
advantage of stocking the goods first in 
leading Grug stores in approximately 80 
of China’s natural distributing centers 
lies in being able immediately to meet the 
demand that will have been created by 
advertising, 

“In filling orders from these drug 
stores, which might be said to be of com- 
paratively sound financial standing, for 
normal requirements credits up to 60 days 
are uSually allowed by the foreign im- 
port house handling the agency. ’ 

“Whatever arrangements may,.be made 
between the manufacturer and the agent 
in China, it is necessary to allow for a 
trade discount or margin of profit of 25 
to 30 per cent. off the retail selling price. 
Discounts usually vary according to 
quantities sold, but should not be less 
than 20 per cent. off the retail price. 

“Protection of retail selling prices is 
out of the question, since the Chinese 
are past masters in the art of bargaining, 
no matter how small the amount or 
what they buy, and in many cases 50 per 
cent. of the trade discount is given away 
by selling under fixed and advertised 
prices.”

Specialties were active in the chem- 
ical market during the interval, but the 
market in many branches was reported 
quiet. Some difficulty has been en- 
countered in moving bleaching powder 
in large drums on spot on account of 
a quiet consuming demand, and deal- 
ers have shown more desire to compete 
for new business. This resulted in a 
lower level at the close of the week. 
Foreign advices state the ministry of 
munitions of the United Kingdom is 
urging economy in the consumption of 
bleaching powder, particulariy in the 
production of paper. The restriction of 
bleach in making certain qualities of 
paper, it is stated, would allow a larger 
supply for the government, and the 
paper would not suffer except in its 
appearance. The appeal is for all userg 
of paper to tbe content with lower 
shades of whiteness, and to curtail all 
demands that would interfere with the 
government's economy program, Caus- 
tic soda has maintained its recent ad- 
vance and soda ash has worked to a 
Slightly higher spot level under reduced 
holdings. Oxalic acid on spot is moving 
quietly, and the feeling is easier, 
White granular sal ammoniac high test 
has sold at prices averaging about one 
cent a pound below previous quota- 
tions. Available stocks, however, re- 
main at a low level. White arsenic has 
established a new high price on spot, 
and the market is almost bare of gsur- 
plus. Chloride of barium is firmer 
under light offerings, and a flair in- 
quiry from the ledther tanneries. Re- 
sale lots of chlorate of potash have 
been offered at concessions on spot. 
Carbonate of potash is steadier, with 
offerings light for immediate shipment, 
Tin oxide is higher on the advanced 
cost production, due to fluctuations in 
the metal market. Blue vitriol is quiet 
and rather unsettlad owing to a fair 
amount of resale stock reaching the 
open market. Sugar of lead has ruled 
steady at the advanced schedule noted 
in our previous issue. Brimstone is 
also very firm at the late advance. 
Cream of tartar igs being supplied to 
regular customers at old figures, but 
tartaric acid is scarce, particularly the 
erystals. Verdigris is still nominal, 
with no dealers able to quote on spot. 
The antimony products remain firm at 
lately named figures, and spot stocks 
are gmall. Below is a detailed market 
report of the principal items of chem- 
ical interest, also a summary of the 
London and Liverpool chemical mar- 
kets:— 

MISCELLANEOUS CHEMICALS. 


ACETATE OF LIME.—The acid and 
acetine makers as well as the consum- 
ers are absorbing the output readily, 
and prices for contracts remain firm at 
3.50@3.55c. a pound, depending on quan- 
tity. Very little stock is reaching the 
open market for resale, and spot prices 
continue nominal. 

ALUM.—Leading producers are nam- 
ing former views on the different va- 
rieties of alum, and first hand prices 
appear uniformly _ steady. Chrome 
alum is moving to tanneries on the 
basis of 20c. a pound. Dealers uote 4@ 
4%c. for ammonia, and 5%@6c. for 
potash lump alum. Sulphate of alum- 
ina ranges from 2c. to 4c. a pound. 

ARSENSIC.—The strong position of 
the market has not changed during the 
interval. Makers are very nearly sold 
out for immediate delivery, and it ig 
doubtful if more than a few odd lots 
can be purchased on spot. Dealers 
quote 14@15c. a pound. Forward ship- 
ments, later spring deliveries, could 
possibly be purchased at 12c. a ound. 
The movement of arsenic ig sa'd to be 
direct to consumers. 

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—Makers’ 
views are unchanged on the basis of 
previous quotations, and it is doubtful 
if much resale stock can be purchased 
under first-hand figures. Demand is re- 
ported normal. Producers quote the 
market for car lots, prompt shipment, 
at 1.90c. in barrels and 2.05c. in kegs. 
A premium of 1-5c. is exacted by pro- 
ducers for deliveries in this territory, 
less the usual discount terms. The con- 
tract price for deliveries running over 
the year is 1%c. a pound. 

; BLEACHING POWDER.—The inac- 
tive extent of consuming demand for ad- 


ditional offerings hag resulted in price- 


shading by second hands, and sales in 
large drums are reported as low as 3%ec. 
a pound. At the close dealers quoted 
3.60@3.90 a pound for large drums and 
5%@5%c. a pound for small drums. 
BLUE VITRIOL.—The spot market 
is rather unsettled under increased com- 
petition from dealers. Prices have been 
quoted from 9c. to 9%c. for large crys- 
tals, depending on quantity and seller. 
Small crystals have remained quiet, and 
prices are more or less nominal at 8%@ 


$c. a pound. Demand is moderate, and 
confined mostly to the home trade. 

BRIMSTONE.—There is no departure 
from the firm position of this market. 
The recent advance is being firmly 
maintained by leading producers, and 
the volume of business under contract 
exceeds anything on record in the in- 
dustry. High freight rates from the 
mines are fully reflected in prices, and 
the difficulty experienced in moving 
goods to consuming points is an embar- 
rassing feature. At the mines $27.50@ 
35 per long ton is quoted, while at New 
York $45 per long ton is named and 
$45.50 at Baltimore. . 

CARBONATE OF COPPER.—A quiet 
movement is noted, with business con- 
fined chiefly to small lots. Leading sell- 
ers quote 33@35c. a pound, according to 
quantity desired. 

CARBONATE OF POTASH. — Offer- 
ings have been rather limited during the 
interval, and the market is firmer on 
spot. Second hands appear to control 
the situation at the moment. The 80@ 
85 per cent. grade calcined is quoted at 
45c. a pound. The 96@98 per cent. grade 
is quoted at 50@55c. a pound. 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—Sales are small 
on spot, with second hands controlling 
prices. The 88@92 per cent. test is 
quoted at 86@90c. a pound on _ spot. 
Lower tests are quoted at 67@68c. a 
pound, according to quantity. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—The steadier feel- 
ing noted in our previous report has, 
continued throughout the interval. 
Stocks for resale on spot are reported 
small, and dealers have quoted 44@4%c 
a pound for the 76 per cent. test. Con- 
gested freight conditions are making it 
difficult to get goods here, and spot sup- 
plies are gradually decreasing. 

CHLORATE OF POTASH —Second 
hands have shaded former prices on re- 
sale lots. and the spot market is lower 
at 61@63c. a pound. Leading factors 
show no inclination to alter contract 
prices from the 70c. basis at works. 

CHLORATE OF SODA.—A moderate 
volume of small lot spot business is re- 
ported at 24@26c. a pound, depending on 
seller. Leading dealers are ‘booked 
heavily on future contracts, and are not 
interested in new business 

CHLORIDE OF BARIUM. — Spot 
stocks are smaller and the market 
shows a firmer tone. Dealers quote 
4%@5c. a pound for immediate deliv- 
ery, depending on quantity desired. 

COPPERAS.—The interval has occa- 
sioned no appreciable change in condi- 
tions governing this market. Large 
makers quote one cent per pound in 
ear lots, and at 14@1%c. a pound in 
smaller quantities on spot. 

GLAUBERS SALT. — Sellers quote 
60c, to 70c. per hundred pounds on spot, 
depending on brand, quantity and sell- 
er. Demand is reported fairly active, 
but there is no special feature to note. 

SAL SODA.—Makers are experienc- 
ing the usual inquiry incident to this 
period of the year and the market is 
firm with producers not inclined to 
quote ahead, owing to the uncertain 
position of raw material. The tone of 
the market is firm. Sellers quote at 
1%c, a pound in kegs and 1.10c. in bar- 
rels or bags. 

SODA ASH.—The conditions of the 
spot market has ruled steady, and 
prices have shown a tendency to ad- 
vance slightly. Spot offerings are not 
heavy and dealers say tpey are ex- 
periencing difficulty in receiving alot- 
ments from out of town points on ac- 
count of embargoes and the congestion 
of freight. Light 50 per cent. is quoted 
at 2.95@3.05c. a pound flat for immedi- 
ate shipment. 

SAL, AMMONTAC.—Small sales of 
98@99 per cent. white granular sal am- 
moniac are reported at 17@18&. a 
pound. The market is still in very lim- 
ited supply because producers have 
large standing orders on their books to 
be filled. 

SAL/TIPETER.—Market conditions re- 
main about the same as previously 
reputed. The high cost of production 
due to the advanced prices for crude 
materials, is having a strengthening 
effect. (Makers quote 3lc. a pound for 
powdered, 37c, for small crystals and 
38c. for large crystals. Refined nitrate 
of soda is quoted firm at 5@5%c. a 
pound, according to quantity. 

SUGAR OF LEAD.—The recently ad- 
vanced selling level is being firmly 
maintained by leading producers. Bus- 
iness is meeting reasonable expecta- 
tions. Sellers quote white crystals at 
14c. per pound in casks or barrels, and 
144%c. in kegs. The white powdered 
grade is 14%c. for casks or barrels, and 
l5e. per pound. in kegs. White sugar of 
lead, broken, in barrels or casks, is 
13%¢c. per pound, while granular, in 
casks or barrels, at 18%c. per pound, 
and brown sugar of lead is held at 
12%c. er pound in barrels or casks.

and the tendency of prices is upward, 
owing to the higher cost of production. 
Sales at 56c.& pdund were quoted early 
in the week, ‘but it is doubtful if this 
figure would have been accepted at the 
close. 

ACIDS. 

ACHTIC.—There continues to be a 
scarcity of high test acids available on 
spot on account of constant buying of 
these varieties for export. This condi- 
tion is a strengthening feature, and is 
keeping values abnormally above the 
lower grades. The 28 per cent. test is 
quoted at 3144@4c. a pound on spot, ac- 
cording to quantity and seller. The 56 
per cent. is held at 8@9%c. asked a 
pound, and the glacial 99 per cent. at 
25@27c. per pound. 

MURIATIC.—The ‘undertone of this 
market is steadier, with makers well 
sold ahead, and spot offerings rela- 
tively light. A good miscellaneous con- 
suming inquiry is reported. The 18- 
degree grade is quoted on spot at 1c. 
per pound; 20 degrees, 1%c., and 22 de- 
grees, 24c.. according to seller and 
quantity. 

NITRIC.—Dealers are showing an in- 
clination to advance prices on the acid 
under the higher cost of production. 
Many large producers are heavily 
booked ahead on outstanding contracts 
and are not interested in accepting new 
business for nearby delivery. Sellers 
quote 6%4c. for 42. degrees, 6c. ‘for 40 
degrees, and 5%c. for 38 degrees. Aqua 
fortis ig selling about %c. a pound 
under pure nitric acid. 

OXALIC.—Business has shown @ 
moderate degree of activity during the 
interval. Small lot trading has pre- 
dominated, and prices have ruled @ 
trifle casier on spot. At the elose deal- 
ers quoted from 46 to 48c. a pound. It 
is understood that sales earlier in the 
week were made as low as 45c. a 
pound. 

SULPHURIC.—This market is hold- 
ing steady at lately namel quotations. 
It is reported that proiuction is find- 
ing a ready outlet through various 
consuming channels, and the amount 
of stock reaching the open market for 
resale is not proving burdensome. Con- 
tracts of prime 66 degrees can be booked 
at $35 a ton. Smal] lots of 66 dagrees 
are obtainable at 2c. mer pound on 
spot. The 60-degree grade can be pur- 
chased around lc. per pound for prompt 
shipment. Oleum is held at 2c. per 
pound on spot. 

TARTARIC.—Makers are not offering 
this acid on open orders, and spot 
prices are being made by second hands. 
There is a very limited amount of 
stock available at present and the 
market is more or less nominal at 84@ 
85c. a pound. Cream of tartar is in a 
similar condition. Makers quote 45c. to 
old customers, whére they can supply 
stock, but the spot market is nominal, 
owing to the scarcity of supplies in 
second hands. It is stated that specu- 
lative buying, insp'!red by the unfavor- 
able prospects of replenishing crude 
materials from abroad, is the main rea- 
son for the present stringency. 





LONDON CHEMICAL MARKET. 


London, Feb. 28, 1917. 


Business continues on a moderate scale. The 
question of the supply of ammonia sulphate 
has been receiving the close attention of the 
government. The food controller has appoint- 
ed a strong committee of manufacturers of 
the sulphate to advise him with -regard to 
matters affecting its production and” distribu- 
tion and to give effect to an approved scheme 
for regulating the distribution of supplies to 
farmers in all parts of the United Kingdom. 
The export of the article has for some time 
been prohibited. 

The food controller also announces that he 
has approved of an arrangement whereby, as 
from February 12, sulphate of ammonia is to 
be sold at the price of £16 per ton, 24% per 
cent. basis, in makers’ bags, net cash, deliv- 
ered at the consumer's station in any part of 
the United Kingdom. The price to consumers 
who take delivery at the producers’ works 
for conveyance otherwise than by railway re- 
mains at £15 10s. per ton. 

Of price changes during the week, citric 
acid {s 14.@2d. per pound dearer, but tartaric 
acid is the turn in buyers’ favor. Sulphate of 
copper is 10s. per ton cheaper. Sulphur con- 
tinues to advance, the week having added an- 
other £1@£1 10s. per ton to value. Nitrate of 
soda is 10s. per ton higher. Mercury has had 
a big upiift; the offered price remains nom- 
inally at £19 10s. per bottle, but sales from

LIVERPOOL CHEMICAL MARKET. 


Liverpool, Feb. 28, 1917. 

There is a quiet market for heavy chemicals, 
new business being restricted to narrow limits 
owing to the stringent shipping regulations 
and tonnage difficulties. 

For the month of January shipments _ of 
bleaching powder were very small, only about 
18] tons as compared with 1,320 tons in Jan- 
uary, 1916. Shipments of soda compounds, 
while not equal to January, 1916, are fairly 
satisfactory, taking all the adverse circum- 
etances into account. 

Ammonia ash manufacturers are well sold 
up and there is little surplus offering, while 
prices are a matter of private arrangement 
between buyers and sellers. 

Soda crystals in request and £3 15s. per ton 
net cash may be called about minimum price 
for barrels, or 7s. less for bags. Exports 
during last month were heavier than during 
the corresponding month of last year, the only 
article on the list of which this can be said. 

Caustic soda and bleaching powder in light 
supply, makers being pretty well occupied with 
deliveries to home trade, together with govern- 
ment requirements, while foreign shipments 
are hampered owing to the difficulty in obtain- 
ing export permits. Prices are nominal, being 
a matter of private negotiation. 

Sulphate of ammonia, with exports prohib- 
ited, is an idle market. 

Nitrate of soda may be called nominally 
about £28@£23 10s. per ton, but all supplies 
are practically commandeered for government 
requirements. 

Sulphate of copper is nominally quoted at 
£63 per ton, less 5 per cent. for casks, but 
market unsettled, as after arrangdments had 
beeri made at the end of last week for a fair 
quantity to be released for export, the per- 
mits have since been withdrawn, and granting 
of further licenses suspended for a short time 
for further consideration. Shipments last 
month amounted to 4,137 tons, as against 
5,380 tons and 5,213 tons in January, 1916, 
and 1915, respectively.

Markets 














Saturday Noon, March 10, 1917. 


The week has been rather quiet in the 
market for fertilizer materials. This 
does not mean that there was a falling 
off in demand, but rather that condi- 
tions ramained the same as last week 
and that prices were not subjected to 
any material changes, There is prac- 
tically nothing doing in the case of for- 
eign, grades of sulphate. of ammonia, 
and as domestic supplies are largely 
sold ‘ahead the market is in a position 
where it responds readily; to any ‘-buy- 
ing movement. Nitrate of soda is 
holding steady and demand is of large 
proportions. As there is no indication 
that transportation costs will go down, 
the cost of nitfate laid down in this 
market can hardly be expected to. be 
reduced materially.. The animal am- 
moniates are reported to have sold at 
different, prices, but stocks are,s0 small 
that sellers are, able to command high 
prices and they“are not inclined to sell 
ahead unless théy secure premiums over 
the spot market. The demand for 
mixed feftilizers in the South is not 
coming up to expectations, according 
to reports which were heard this week, 
but the position ofthe raw materials is 
so well established that no depressing 
effect is felt and there are no indica- 
tion that materials will go down in 
price. For reports of the Baltimore, 
Chicago and Atlanta fertilizer markets,

NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS. 


DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
Reports from Chicago say that these 
animal ammoniatés are in a nominal 
position. The stocks in gellers’ hands 
have been small for some time and 
high prices have been asked, The high 
prices have. checked buying to some 
extent, but thig has failed to weaken 
values. However, it is stated that sales 
were made during the week at differ- 
ent prices. The quotations is given at 
$4.30 per unit for dried blood and at

NITRATE OF SODA.—There have 
been no changes in price during the 
week, but the market is in a strong 
position, and some reports heard this 
week say that nitrate of soda is being 
used in more branches of the chemical 
trade than ever before. Demand from 
the explosives trade is good and some 
consumers are reported to hold con- 
tracts for delivery over the entire of 
next year. This is takefi to mean that 
arrivals will pass direct to consumers 
and that there wil be no accumula- 
tiong in the spot. market, The quota- 
tion for spot and prompt shipment is 
holding at $3.75 per 100 pounds. Ad- 
vices from primary points say that 
values there are holding firm, and, as 
transportation costs are not going 
down, values are well established, 
Shipments of nitrate of soda from 
Chile in January were large and in- 
cluded 100,000 tons to his country. The 
output in January was 244,735 tons; as 
against 256,440 tons in January, 1916. 
With the output declining and ship- 
ments large, there was a reduction in 
the visible stocks on the West Coast. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONTA—The 
Salient features to the market for gul- 
phate of ammonia are concerned with 
the question of’supply. Foreign ma- 
terial is practically out of the market 
and as sellers of the domestic ma- 
terial are busy in taking care of their 
contracts the amount available for new 
business is too small to admint of free 
offers and prices are largely nominal. 
A quotation of $5.25 per.100 pounds is 
heard but no large amounts could be 
secured at any price. A report from 


the English market says .that with. 


the extinction of export’ business in 
sulphate of ammonia for the time be- 
ing it is impossible naturally to give 
an export price. A survey, however, 
of the conditions of demand in for- 
eign countries would certainly sug- 
gest that if there were a,free export 
market the price of sulphate of am- 
monia for overseas’ customers would 
easily be £20 per ton for greyish, 
yellowish, or brownish, 24% per cent. 
quality. The home price has been 
faised from £15 10c. to £16, as from 
February 12, this for 24% per cent. 
quality, in makers’ bags, net cash, de- 
livered at the customer’s station in 
any part of Great Britain. People gen- 
erally agree that all the sulphate of 
ammonia wanted for use‘in this coun- 
try must be retained here, and there is 
a belief that there will be possibly a 
restricted resumption of export by 
about April’or May. 

PHOSPHATES. 


ACID PHOSPHATE —Different re- 
ports are’ heard” regarding” the’ stocks 


of acid phosphate as some markets say 
that stocks are fairly large, while 
others give the limited amount of of- 
ferings as one of the reasons for the 
firmness in price. Demand is not active 
but there is a steady movement to 
consumers and the market is not 
showing any tendency to decline in 
price. The quotation of local sellers is 
given at $12 for 16 per cent. and $11.50 
for 12 per cent. ; 

PHOSPHATE ROCK —tThere is :no 
life to the market for phosphate rock. 
Deliveries are being made against o!d 
orders and domestic consumers are re- 
ported to be taking fairly normal 
amounts but there is still the loss in 
exports to be made up and this is one 
side of the market for which no im- 
mediate improvement is expected.

TANKAGE.—The demand for tankage ap- 
pears to be of fair proportions, and the pro- 
ducers, especially the large packers in tho 
West, are in a confident mood. While no 
further advance in the quotations has been 
made in the last two weeks, it does nut ap- 
pear that the sellers are holding out miate- 
ria] concessions. If the movement does not 
exceed moderate volume, the explanation is 
sought in the car shortage and the freight 
embargoes, which are interfering to a great 
extent with the distribution of all goods. The 
manufacturers of mixtures, being in the midst 
of their shipping season, find their attention 
engaged with this business for the present, 
and pay correspondingly less to other matters, 
among them the buying of crude matcrials.

not likely to be in excess of the needs. The 
South, under the stress of the low cotton 
prices shortly after the breaking out of the 
war,’ made a larger use than ordinarliy of 
cottonseed meal, but is now in a position to 
take up blood as before, and there is no rea- 
son to believe that this will not be done, 
ACID PHOSPHAT#.—While the quoted 
prices of acid phosphate are still $11 for 
14 per cent. and $12 for 16 per cent, stocks, 
there are indications that the supplies have 
grown smaller, and the prospect of a posi- 
tive shortage appears to have taken more 
definite shape than before, It cannot be sald 
that such a shortage actually exists, but 
the fact remains that .the producers find 
ready takers for their output in channels 
other than the fertilizer trade, and that 
this outside demand perhaps exceeds the 
increase in the productive capacity. The re- 
quirements of the fertilizer manufacturers, 
it may be assumed, have not grown smaller, 
So that the possibility of an actual deficiency 
is not to be disregarded. The feeling in 
the trade ig one of marked firmness, and 
even the superfictal'aspect of quiet does not 
obscure the Strength of the undertone. 
NITRATE’ OF SODA.—There do not seem 
to be any new developments in the nitrate 
of soda business, though the price has not 
weakened in the slightest degree, being still 
at $3.70. No additions have been made to 
the supplies here during the last week, and 
it cannot be said that the offerings are suf- 
ficiently free to encourage expectations . of 
an easing off. Just what is causing the rise 
in the quotations is still a matter of con- 
jecture, but the supposition that the large 
purchases for government account or by 
consumers who have government contracts 
for explosives is probably not much out of 
the way. Perhaps, also, the difficulties of 
making shipment in thq@ interior are having 
their effect and tend to make the demand 
more urgent than it would otherwise be, but 
this would hardly affect the price at ports 
of entry, where the car shortage and other 
freight embargoes do not apply. 
SULPHATB .OP AMMONIA.—The price of 
sulphate of ammonia remains high, being 
around $4.25 -for spot, with no futures of- 
fered.

Would Use Colliers and Transports 
to Bring Chilean Nitrate Here. 


Washington, March 9, 1917. 

A resolution authorizing the President 
to use ecolliers and transports owned by 
the government to bring Chilean nitrate 
of soda to this country for fertilizer pur- 
poses was introduced by Senator Shields, 
of Tennessee, before the adjournment 
of Congress. The Chilean nitrate of soda 
has been largely used for fertilizer in 
the southeastern States. Owing to the 
fact that it has been difficult to obtain 
shipping to import the nitrate of soda 
the price has increased almost 100 per 
cent. Senator Shields’ purpose in offer- 
ing the resolution was to make avail- 
able vessels for the importation of 


nitrate of soda and thereby to reduce its 
needing fertilizer. 





cost to the farmers 
List of Potash Producers Offered by 
Government. 
Producers of potash (stone-ash_ or 


crude potash, black salts or black flux, 
and pearlash or white flux) obtained by 
the old-time method of leaching wood 
ashes have been writing to the United 
States Geological Survey and complain- 
ing of the lack of a market for their 
products. In view of the scarcity of 
potash in the United States and the need 
of potassium carbonate for glass and 
caustic for soap making, and in laundry 
use especially, the Survey is seeking to 
remedy this situation. 

Thirty-three producers have reported 
to the Geological Survey over 60 tons 
of. these materials, valued at 7 to 70 cents 
@ pound, according to degree of refine- 
ment. This class of materials includes 
caustic potash, and mixtures of caustic 
potash, potassium carbonate and potas- 
sium sulphate with organic and various 
kinds of inorganic matter. 

The Survey offers to act as interme- 
diary in bringing producers and buyers 
of these materials together. A list of 
such potash and pearlash producers, par- 
ticularly mentioning those who report 
a stock of material on hand, will be sent 
by the Survey to any who apply for it.

No definite trend was exhibited by 
the securities market during the past 
week and there were no developments 
which inspired the extension of com- 
mitments on either side. Although 
there was no especial change in the 
-international situation, the Street as 
a whole saw reason for quieter opera- 
tions in the securities markets in the 
apparent decision by the President to 
postponé action on arming merchant 
vessels, doubtless in the hope of the 
enactment of a “two-thirds cloture 
rule’ in the Senate, The Street was 
not uneasy because of the delay, but 
it was not at all enthusiastic over the 
constant shifting of position in Wash- 
ington and the watchful waiting policy 
of the administration which would ap- 
pear to have for its basis the idea that 
the real overt act had not yet been 
committed. But in spite of everything 
which the bearish element in the Stock 
Exchange endeavored to twist into ar- 
guments for the liquidation of indus- 
trial shares, few holders were on the 
selling side. At the close net changes 
were small and irregular with more 
net gains than declines. 

The Oxweld Acetylene Co. has de- 
clared the regular quarterly dividend 
of 2 per cent, payable April 1 to stock 
of record March 13. 

San Francisco advices state that the

Saturday Noon, March 10, 1917. 


There has been no improvement in 
the import situation during the week 
and this means that supplies of im- 
ported materials which are listed in 
the dye market are smali and prices 
are holding at high levels. Exports 
also are restricted and the shipping 
situation is one of the most important 
factors in the market. There has been 
a good call for some grades of Ger- 
man aniline colors and the supply is 
getting to a low point. Prices for 
some selections are little better than 
nominal, owing to the scarcity of 
stocks, and there are not much hopes 
held out for securing a further sup- 
ply in the immediate future. Domestic 
colors are passing freely into con- 
sumption against old orders, but some 
of the common colors are said to be 
accumulating and values are easy, 
owing to the weight of offerings. Ani- 
line oil and salt are listed among the 
materials which are firm in price and 
spot stocks in both cases are small. 
Bichromates are attracting attention. 
Bichromate of potash has been easy, 
owing to keener competition among 
sellers. Bichromate of soda also has 
been easy as far as spot prices are 
concerned, but it is questionable how 
much material is on the market at the 
lowest quotations. Log wood extract 
is quiet outside of the call against 
contracts. Prussiate of potash is 
firmer and’ stocks of both the red and 
the yellow varieties have been well 
absorbed. Indigo is meeting with a 
fair demand and different sellers are 
offering the natural product. ‘There 
are no large amounts of synithetic 
indigo, however. and prices are large- 
ly nominal. Detailed reports on the 
separate items of the local market 
follow :— 

ACETATE OF SODA —The low 
prices which were quoted a week ago 
for this material held good throughout 
the interval. There is no active buy- 
ing and some sellers are reported to 
hold large amounts which they are 
eager to dispose of. The inside price 
is given at 9c. per pound, though some 
sellers will not quote as low as that. 

ALBUMEN.—Imported grades of 
blood albumen are scarce and firm of- 
fers are hard to find. The quotation 
goes as high as 45c. per pound. Prime 
Chinese hen egg albumen is also 
among the materials which are af- 
fected by the lack of shipping facili- 
ties and imports have fallen off. Spot 
supplies have been well taken from 
the market and only limited amounts 
are now available. The price is given 
at %@88&. per pound and even as high 
as 9c. per pound thas been heard. 
These prices, however, are largely 
nominal and buyers of round lots will 
= trouble in securing stocks at any 
price. 

ANILINE OIL AND GSALT.—The 
market for aniline oil has held firm 
through the week. Stocks are small 
and were being steadily reduced and 
this tends to advance prices. Demand 
is fair in spite of the higher level of 
prices and inquiry is said to have 
gained ground, as buyers found out 
that stocks were low. The inside fig- 
ure quoted is 29. per pound; Aniline 
salt is quoted at 30@35c. per pound, ac- 
cording to seller. There has been a 
difference in prices, according to 
grade, and some sellers say that re- 
cent low prices offered did not apply 
to high-grade material. 

BICHROMATES, — Bichromate of 
potash has been offered on more fa- 
vorable terms to buyers during the in- 
terval. Reports are heard to the effect 
that the output has been increased and 
first hands have been prominent in cut- 
ting prices. The quotation heard in the 
spot market ranges from 36c. to 39c. 

er pound. This difference is accord- 
ng to seller, as small quantities have 
been offered at the inside price. The 
spot price also is given for shipments 
going several months. Bichromate of 
soda has been sacrificed during the 
week. Second hands were offering at 
16c. per pound and upwards, and some 
of this material was bought at con- 
siderably higher prices some time ago, 
so that many sales represented a loss 
to the seller. This can be explained 
either on the ground that holders of 
stocks wanted to turn them into cash 
or were convinced that they could re- 
Place them later on at lower prices. 
Producers are keeping 20c. per pound 
as the contract price, and also are ask- 
ing 20c. and upward for spot material. 
Second hands, therefore, were the low 
sellers, and as they have only limited 
stocks the decline in price from that 
quoted a week ago does not mean that 
the market has taken a slump. 

GAMBIER.—Difficulty is found in 
bringing gambier into this country, and 
as transportation rates are high, it 
follows that quotations in the local 
market are above normal. There has 
been a good consuming demand for 


gambier in recent months, and arrivals 
have gone directly to consumers in 
good part, with the result that spot 
stocks have been kept at low levels. 
As soon as imports began to fall off 
the spot supply grew smaller, and at 
present some importers are not able to 
quote on spot gods. The quotation Is 
given at 13%@l4c. per pound, but it is 
easier to obtain small amounts than 
round lots. Cube gambier is in a simi- 
lar position, as spot goods are very 
limited, but sellers are offering ship- 
ments at 23c. per pound. 

INDIGO.—There has been no change 
in the market for synthetic indigo. 
Some sellers are said to be offering for 
shipment but the spot market is prac- 
tically bare of stocks and prices are 
largely nominal. This refers especially 
to the 20 per cent. paste, which is most 
in demand. A price of $4.50 per pound 
is still heard for the 50 per cent. 
variety. Natural indigo is firm in price 
as arrivals have been small in volume 
and transportation costs are high. 
Prices show a wide range according to 
grade. 

LOGWOOD.—Some low priced offer- 
ings of logwood chips are said te have 
been on the market during the week. 
Some holders are reported to have been 
willing to sell at 2c. per pound in order 
to clean up stocks on hand. This is 
not a fair market price, as most sellers 
are asking 3c. per pound. Logwood 
extract is on the market at different 
prices. To some extent this is due to 
a difference in grade, but offers of 51 
degree extract, which is the most active, 
are made at prices ranging from 10c. 
per pound to 18c. per pound. Logwood 
is quoted at $25@40 per ton, with grade 
a factor in determining values. 

PRUSSIATES.—Inquiry for red prus- 
siate of potash shows that this material 
is not offered in any large way. Prices 
are holding up well, as is to be expected 
in view of the limited offerings. The 
quotation is holding at $2.75 per pound 
and inquiry for large amounts would 
probably send the market to still higher 
levels. Yellow prussiate of potash also 
has gained in strength during the 
period. This is due to a reduction of 
stocks more than to any other reason. 
There were no large amounts offered 
recently and when they were still 
further reduced the asking price was 
advanced and some sellers were not 
quoting at all. The inside price has 
been held at 90c. per pound, but this 
was not a free trading basis at the end 
of the week and it would take con- 
siderable shopping around to find any 
large amounts at any price. Prussiate 
of soda is not moving actively except 
on contracts and the price is holding 
at 30@35c. per pound, according to 
seller. 

ZINC DUST.—There were offers of 
zinc dust in the spot market during the 
week at 18c. per pound. In contrast 
with this were offers at 24c per pound. 
Thea difference in the prices quoted de- 
pends upon seller and grade. Most 
consumers are taking supplies accord- 
ing to sample.and demand is said to be 
more active for the better grades.
